Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  at  8  o'clock,, 
tellers  appointed  Arthur  E.  Brown  and  Ernest  M.  ]\Ioore 
and  sAvorn  by  Moderator.

Article  1.    Mr.  Stanley  M.  Walker,  chairman  of  the 
committee  appointed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Feb.  2, 
1932,  to  investigate  the  building  of  a  new  school  building 
and  all  details,  also  to  see  what  could  be  done  to  the  present 
school  to  make  it  suitable  for  further  use,  reporting  that 
after  investigation  it  was  found  that  a  new  school  suitable- 
for  the  needs  of  the  Town  would  cost  from  $30,000.00  to 
$35,000.00,  depending  upon  which  building  was  chosen. 
The  Committee  found  the  cost  of  renovating  the  present 
school  building  amendable  to  State  regulations  would  be 
from  $10,000.00  to  $12,000.00,  which  in  their  opinion,  would 
be  prohibitive,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  would  not  material- 
ly increase  the  floor  space  and  in  the  end  have  an  old  build- 
ing which  would  soon  become  inadequate  for  our  needs.. 
Plans  were  shown  of  several  buildings,  a  model  was  shown 
also.    In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Town  must  of  necessity,, 
have  more  school  room  and  sanitary  conditions,  the  com- 
mittee recommended  that  the  Town  build  a  four  room  brick 
school,  with  assembly  room  and  toilets  in  basement,  cost  not 
to  exceed  $35,000.00.   Mr.  Pratt,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
was  allowed  to  speak  on  the  question  and  gave  some  inter- 
esting views  on  the  matter  of  school  needs. 

Article  2.    It  was  moved  and  seconded  under  this 
article  by  Geo.  A.  Smith  and  Chas.  A.  Gunn  as  follows : 
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Moved  that  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$35,000,00  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  and  the  construcion 
and  reasonable  equipment  of  a  new  school  building,  and  to 
meet  that  appropriation,  that  there  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy 
of  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  and  that  the 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be,  and  here- 
by is  authorized  to  hire  $32,000.00,  and  to  issue  bonds  or 
promissory  notes  on  the  town  therfor,  said  bonds  or  notes 
to  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  twenty  years  or  such  earlier  date  as  the 
Treasurer  and  Selectmen  may  determine.  This  motion  was 
put  to  vote  and  the  result  was  50  in  affirmative  and  32  nega- 
tive, as  it  must  be  carried  by  two-thirds  vote  the  motion 
was  lost.

Motion  to  continue  the  present  committee  for  one  month 
to  bring  in  more  definite  figures  on  school  building  and  price 
of  school  house  was  lost  by  vote. 

Voted  67  in  favor  to  6  opposed  to  build  a  new  school 
building. 

Voted  to  reconsider  vote  under  this  article  on  the 
appropriation  of  money  in  the  sum  of  $35,000.00,  48  in  favor^ 
12  opposed. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $35,000.00  as  outlined 
previously  in  this  article  with  the  proviso,  that  the  loan  not 
to  exceed  $32,000.00,  thus  it  is  not  mandatory  that  the  full 
$32,000.00  be  hired.   61  in  favor  and  19  opposed. 
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Voted  to  build  the  new  school  on  or  near  the  site  of  the 
present  school  building.

The  following  is  a  brief  review  of  the  work  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department  for  1932. 

In  the  report  for  1931  it  was  mentioned  that  twenty- 
seven  cases  of  anterio-poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis) 
had  occurred  in  the  county.  During  1932  it  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  no  local  case  was  found,  and  only  one  imported 
case,  which  came  from  New  Jersey  and  developed  immedi- 
ately. The  patient  was  hospitalized  and  no  more  cases  were 
found. 

During  the  year  scarlet  fever  has  been  somewhat  more 
prevalent  than  usual  throughout  the  State  and  in  this  Coun- 
ty also.  A  very  large  majority  of  these  cases  have  been  very 
mild  and  this  has,  of  course,  made  control  more  difficult,  as 
the  extremely  mild  case  with  almost  no  clinical  symptoms 
may  be  for  all  practical  purposes  a  ''carrier"  only.  The 
number  of  cases,  however,  is  growing  less  at  i^resent. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  in  the  matter  of  immu- 
nizing children  against  diphtheria,  and  in  the  neighborhood 
of  2,000  have  received  the  treatment  during  the  year.  The 
physicians  of  the  County  have  co-operated  in  every  way, 
and  all  are  prepared  to  do  this  work  upon  request.  The 
County  Health  officer  now  has  an  apparatus  which  expe- 
dites this  work  very  materially,  so  that  during  an  hour,  for 
example,  several  hundred  injections  can  be  given.  This  ap- 
paratus is  known  as  the  Vim-Forsbeck  Apparatus,  and  is 
most  efficient  and  satisfactory  in  its  work. 


The  audiometer  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  just 
having:  been  })urchased,  has  been  used  throughout  the  Coun- 
ty testing-  the  hearing-  of  school  children  and  has  proved  to 
be  entirely  satisfactory  in  its  operation.  The  nurses  in  the 
County  have  become  familiar  with  its  use  and  consider  it  to 
be  a  g-reat  iniproA'ement  over  the  old  methods. 

Dental  clinics  have  been  held  as  usual  and  the  dental 
outfit  has  been  in  constant  use. 

All  cattle  in  the  County  have  been  g-iven  the  regular 
tests  as  usual,  and  the  results  have  been  satisfactory.  In  ad- 
dition to  Barnstable  County,  which  has  long  been  a  modified 
accredited  area,  there  is  now  another  such  area  in  the  Wes- 
tern part  of  the  State,  and  a  small  one  in  the  Eastern  part. 

Officers  of  the  State  Health  Deparment  and  othei's  re- 
presenting various  health  organizations  have  visited  the 
County  during  the  year.  The  County  Health  officer  has,  as 
nsual,  spoken  at  the  meetings  of  various  organizations 
throughout  the  County,  including  the  Cape  Cod  Health  Bu- 
reau association,  the  Cape  Cod  Chamber  of  Commerce,  AVom- 
en's  clubs,  Kiwanis,  Rotary,  Parent-Teachers  associations, 
Southeastern  Association  of  Boards  of  Health,  Fraternal 
organizations  etc. 

Articles  have  appeared  regularly  in  local  periodicals 
and  the  willingness  of  the  editors  to  publish  these  communi- 
cations is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Health  Officer  has  attended  the  meetings  of  State 
Health  Officers  held  at  the  Commissioner's  office  from  time 
to  time.  These  meetings  are  undoubtedly  an  excellent  thing 
for  all  concerned. 
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During:  the  year  an  unusual  number  of  deaths  has  oc- 
curred among"  people  directly  and  officially  interested  in 
health  matters  in  the  county.  These  include  Capt.  Joshua 
Nickerson,  County  Commissioner,  Mr.  G.  W.  Hallett,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Cape  Cod  Health  Bureau  association,  and  sever- 
al members  of  Boards  of  Health. 

The  office  of  the  County  Health  officer  is  now  at  453 
Main  street,  Hyannis,  a  few  numbers  west  of  the  Town 
Building  where  the  office  was  formerly  located.  This  change 
was  made  necessary  by  increasingly  croAvded  conditions  in 
the  Town  Building,  where  the  authorities  have  been  kind 
enough  to  furnish  an  office  for  some  years.  The  present  lo- 
cation is  very  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

All  of  the  regular  medical  and  sanitary  inspections  and 
routine  work  have  been  carried  on  as  usual,  and  all  employ- 
ees have  performed  their  duties  in  an  efficient  and  satisfac- 
tory manner.  The  complete  co-operation  of  all  federal, 
state,  county  and  town  officials  and  the  citizens  of  Barnsta- 
ble County  in  general,  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
County  Health  Department  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

The  Barnstable  District  Medical  Society  at  its  Febru- 
ary meeting  was  kind  enough  to  voluntarily  express  official- 
ly its  entire  approval  of  the  health  service  and  health  work 
of  Barnstable  County.  The  nurses  of  the  County  deserve 
particular  mention  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  as- 
sisted in  the  work  in  every  way,  both  in  the  schools,  in  con- 
nection with  the  public  health  work  and  otherwise. 

It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  work  of  the  coming

year  may  be  carried  on  with  increasing  efficiency,  and  each 
year  does  most  certainly  add  to  the  duties  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  third  annual  school  report  which  is 
the  thirtieth  since  the  org-anization  of  the  Superintendency 
Union  in  its  present  form  and  the  thirty-ninth  since  the  Un- 
ion of  Eastham,  Harwich  and  Orleans. 

Duringr  this  period  of  financial  depression  problems  of 
ways  and  means  assume  unusual  proportions.  One  way  to 
balance  the  budg-et  is  to  reduce  expenditures.  Cost  of  gov- 
ernment is  financed  by  taxation  and  taxes  are  burdensome. 
Schools  take  a  considerable  portion  of  the  money  raised  for 
local  government  and  reduction  of  school  budget  is  often 
suggested.  Statements  are  frequently  made  and  opinions 
held  by  people  who,  for  lack  of  full  information,  regard 
school  expenditures  as  unreasonable  and  feel  that  a  consid- 
erable part  of  the  present  crisis  is  caused  by  excessive  de- 
mands of  education.  Let  us  consider  some  of  the  things 
which  figures  show. 

First:  Have  school  costs  increased  unduly  in  recent 
years?  From  the  Treasurer's  report  of  1922  and  1932  we 
find  the  following: 

-    In  1922  the  total  town  expenditures  were  $25,670.25. 

In  1932  the  total  town  expenditures  were  $54,570.57. 

School  expenditures  in  1922  were  $10,417.13  and  in  1932 
were  $15,326.29. 
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From  these  figures  we  find  that  the  cost  of  schools  in- 
creased 47  per  cent  during  the  j^ears  1922-1932  while  expen- 
ditures other  than  for  schools  increased  157  per  cent.  Rela- 
tively, therefore,  we  can  hardly  credit  ourselves  with  ex- 
•cessive  school  expenditures  when  other  costs  of  g-overnment 
have  increased  over  three  times  as  fast. 

Second:  How  do  our  school  costs  compare  with  those 
of  other  towns  of  this  size?  From  state  reports  we  learn 
that  the  per  pupil  cost  of  education  in  the  125  towns  of 
Group  IV,  (towns  of  less  than  5,000  population  which  do 
not  maintain  a  high  school)  for  the  year  ending-  June  30, 
1932  was  $126.79.  In  Eastham  the  cost,  including  high 
school,  was  $119.29. 

Third :  Considering  the  valuation  side,  how  do  the 
costs  compare  ?  In  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1931  the  average 
amount  per  $1,000  raised  from  local  taxation  which  was 
spent  for  schools  in  the  towns  of  Group  IV  was  $9.86.  The 
amount  spent  in  Eastham  on  the  same  basis  was  $9.57. 

Fourth :  The  cost  per  child  in  the  local  school.  In  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1932  there  was  spent  for  support  of 
the  Eastham  Elementary  school  the  sum  of  $9,100.28.  This 
amounts  to  51  cents  per  day  per  child  in  average  attendance. 
It  cost  27.9  cents  per  day  of  the  above  51  cents  for  salary  of 
supervisors  and  teachers. 

The  tax  bill  as  a  whole  looks  large.  We  feel  little  joy 
when  we  pay  it.  However,  it  secures  such  services  as  edu- 
cation, highways  and  protection  which  we  could  not  secure 
as  individuals  at  an  equal  cost  in  any  other  way. 

The  National  Education  association  is  responsible  for 
the  following  figures : 
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1.  Schools  have  never  absorbed  as  much  as  four  per 
cent  of  our  national  income. 

2.  We  spend  about  five  times  as  much  for  passenger 
automobiles  as  we  spend  for  schools. 

3.  Schools  cost  20.32  per  cent  of  the  total  tax  collec- 
tions in  Massachusetts  in  the  year  1930. 

4.  A  larger  part  of  the  national  income  is  consumed  by 
taxes  in  Great  Britain,  France,  Italy  or  Germany  than  is 
the  case  in  the  United  States. 

We  would  not  allow  the  matter  of  monetary  expendi- 
ture so  to  occupy  our  thought  that  we  were  unmindful  of  the 
investment  made  by  children  and  individual  parents  in  or- 
der to  secure  the  opportunities  offered  by  the  school.  We 
Avould  not  forget  to  evaluate  the  returns  on  this  investment. 

The  school  has  enjoyed  a  3'ear  of  harmony  and  indus- 
try. The  teachers  have  carried  on  their  work  in  their  usual 
efficient  way.  Mr.  Xickerson  reviews  the  year  with  the 
statement  that  the  work  in  ''instrumental  music  merits  first 
notice."  We  recognize  the  effectiveness  of  this  work  and 
the  value  of  the  result.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  100  per 
cent  of  the  children  are  not  able  to  share  its  benefits  equal- 
ly. Is  it  well  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing 
this  w^ork  entirely  at  school  expense  and  of  making  it  one  of 
the  regular  school  subjects? 

Mr.  Xassi  reports  that  18  pupils  in  this  School  Union 
are  taking  his  work.  Of  them  Eastham  has  42,  Chatham  48, 
Harwich  43  and  Orleans  56.  Musical  organizations  are 
floui'ishing.    Community  bands,  orchestras,  trios  and  quar- 
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tets,  the  Cape  Cod  School  Sym[)hony  orchestra  and  Philhar- 
monic orchestra  are  some  of  them.  School  musicians  are 
contributing  in  the  various  musical  activities  of  community 
and  private  life. 

Interest  in  vocal  music  is  growing-  gradually.  Groups 
of  two  or  more  grades  in  the  same  class  present  a  problem. 
Diversity  of  age  and  achievement  makes  adaptation  of 
work  to  their  several  needs  a  matter  of  some  difficulty.  The 
success  of  the  work  which  Miss  Patch  is  attempting  to  do  is 
dependent  in  great  measure  on  the  cooperation  and  consist- 
ent training  given  by  the  teachers. 

Very  creditable  results  in  Art  are  being  achieved.  In- 
terest in  and  appreciation  of  the  subject  is  being  secured. 

Special  attention  of  this  department  is  given  to  season- 
al subjects  as  well  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  various  holidays 
as  subjects  for  expression.  Miss  Kennedy  lays  much  stress 
on  making  this  work  interesting.  Difficulty  of  work  must 
vary  with  the  age  and  interest  of  the  child.  Cut  out  work, 
pen  and  ink  work,  projects  in  color  and  design,  painting  and 
charcoal  drawings  are  in  evidence.  The  exhibit  of  these 
activities  was  held  last  Spring  in  the  town  hall.  Miss  Ken- 
nedy and  the  teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  quality 
as  well  as  the  quantity  shown. 

Growing  interest  is  being  felt  in  the  important  matter 
of  health  habits  and  physical  training.  Physical  education 
and  social  behavior  may  be  taught  in  the  classrooms.  There 
is  no  place  where  they  can  be  developed  and  practiced  more 
effectively  and  enjoyably  than  on  the  playground.  We  are 
glad  to  see  the  playground  in  greater  use. 
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The  continuance  of  plans  for  the  new  building  was  post- 
poned. We  regret  that  this  was  thought  to  be  necessary. 
The  merits  of  the  new  in  contrast  to  the  old  have  been  ap- 
preciated and  the  work  partly  financed.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  its  early  completion  may  be  looked  for. 

In  the  meantime  you  may  be  sure  that  every  effort  is 
being  made  by  your  teachers  to  carry  on  successfully  in 
spite  of  the  handicaps  with  which  they  have  to  contend. 

The  cooperation  of  all  school  officials  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated. We  hope  to  merit  the  confidence  you  have  display- 
ed.

Report  of  Principal 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

While  1932  has  not  been  particularly  fruitful  in  many 
lines  of  work,  I  feel  that  the  year  for  us  at  school  has  been 
one  of  earnest  work  and  its  reward  in  just  accomplishment. 
Though  there  has  been  no  outstanding  new  project  for  the 
year,  I  know  that  advancement  in  many  subjects  has  been 
marked. 

Our  instrumental  music  merits  the  first  notice.  We  are 
all  familiar  with  Mr.  Nassi's  wonderful  results.  Our  only  re- 
gret is  that  a  way  has  not  been  provided,  as  yet,  so  that 
every  child  may  have  an  equal  opportunity  in  pursuing  the 
study  of  some  instrument. 

The  Weekly  Readers  and  Current  Events  have  become 
of  vital  interest  all  through  the  grades,  and  from  comments 
heard  outside  of  school  from  parents  whose  children  bring 
home  these  papers,  we  feel  that  the  community  is  gathering 
clean  and  intensely  interesting  ideas  of  the  real  news  topics 
of  the  world. 

The  general  health  tone  of  the  entire  school  is  con- 
stantly rising,  in  spite  of  a  few  drawbacks.  Appendicitis 
took  its  toll  from  our  attendance,  but  we  are  thankful  that 
from  the  alarmingly  high  percentage  of  cases  for  our  small 
school,  no  worse  toll  was  taken. 

Our  thrift  habit  is  well  established.  We  have  been  told 
that  our  school  usually  has  the  highest  weekly  percentage 
of  depositors  in  our  district. 
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Of  course  we  were  disappointed  when  the  new  school 
vision  departed.  Those  of  us  who  have  had  a  chance  to  visit 
some  of  the  newer  types  of  schools  must,  I  think,  realize  un- 
der what  handicaps  we  are  struggling.  And,  for  encourag- 
ing the  better  class  of  people  to  settle  permanently  in  our 
community,  our  schools  cannot  be  too  attractive.  However, 
with  the  efficient  corps  of  supervisors  and  teachers  that  it  is 
our  privilege  to  have,  I  feel  that  we  can  still  carry  on,  la- 
boring under  our  various  difficulties  for  a  limited  period.

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Report  of  Assessors'  Survey 


In  this  report  we  would  like  to  make  a  review  of  what 
has  been  accomplished  in  this  important  work. 

We  started  the  survey  in  1929  on  an  appropriation  of 
:$500.00.  We  based  our  map  upon  a  carefully  calculated 
system  of  rectangular  co-ordinates  figured  in  from  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Court  base.  Points  in  the  Massa- 
<jhusetts  system  of  triangulation,  as  established  by  the 
United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  were  used 
throughout  the  work  as  a  control  upon  the  accuracy  of  the 
survey.  We  found  a  map  with  a  scale  of  one  inch  equal  to 
400  feet  to  be  the  most  adaptable  to  the  purpose  of  the  work. 
Enlargements  of  any  particular  section  can  be  easily  ob- 
tained. Five  miles  of  accurate  traverse  work  was  com- 
pleted and  plotted  upon  the  map  to  serve  as  a  foundation 
iipon  which  all  future  work  was  to  be  built.  This  traverse 
was  carefully  tied  in  to  the  monumented  base  line  of  the 
ISFew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  at  various 
points,  and  also  to  the  bounded  lines  of  the  State  Highway. 
The  entire  lines  of  the  railroad  and  State  Highway  were  co- 
ordinated and  plotted.  The  town  boundary  lines  between 
Eastham  and  Orleans,  and  Eastliam  and  Wellfleet,  were 
•carefully  co-ordinated  and  plotted  and  the  entire  town  out- 
line shown,  together  with  important  water  courses  and 
ponds. 

In  1930  another  appropriation  of  $500.00  was  made, 
•allowing  us  to  continue  with  the  work.  That  year  we  got 
^copies  of  every  available  plan  that  had  ever  been  made  in 
the  toAvn  and  wherever  possible  we  plotted  them  upon  our 
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control  map.  These  plans  included  all  on  record  at  the^ 
Barnstable  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  the  Land  Court  in  Bos- 
ton, as  well  as  our  own  surveys  and  those  of  other  engineers^ 
we  were  fortunate  enough  to  obtain.  This  was  quite  an  un- 
dertaking in  itself  as  each  plan  had  to  be  reduced  to  the 
scale  of  our  map  and  correctly  plotted.  That  year  we  also- 
made  quite  an  extensive  study  of  the  deeds  on  record  at  the* 
Town  Hall  and  w^herever  possible  plotted  same. 

With  two  years'  work  completed  the  1981  appropria- 
tion of  $500.00  show^ed  a  real  development  in  our  Assessors'' 
survey.  We  prepared  a  set  of  Atlas  Sheets  showing  the- 
w^ork  that  had  been  accomplished.  These  sheets  include  a 
title  and  index  map  sheet  and  four  sheets,  24  x  36  inches  in- 
size,  so  made  that  they  can  be  readily  bound  in  a  large  book^ 
Three  more  sheets  will  be  necessary  to  cover  the  whole  town,, 
making  a  total  of  seven  sheets  and  a  title  sheet. 

The  area  surveyed  and  plotted  that  year  on  sheets  1,  2^ 
3  and  -1  was  1,970  acres  more  or  less.  We  confined  our  work 
to  the  area  east  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford' 
Railroad,  and  north  from  the  Eastham-Orleans  town  line- 
to  Nauset  Road.  Each  parcel  of  land  was  shown  with  the 
present  owners  name  and  the  area  in  acres  or  square  feet. 

No  appropriation  w^as  made  for  this  work  in  1932,  but 
in  the  present  year  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  was  made_ 
Due  primarily  to  the  economic  condition  of  the  country,  we 
were  enabled  to  give  the  town  of  Eastham  a  great  deal  more 
this  year  than  was  ever  possible  before.  ^Ir.  Schofield,  the 
engineer  in  charge  from  our  office,  was  on  the  job  for  fifteen 
consecutive  weeks.  In  that  time  he  mapped  and  plotted' 
some  3,000  acres  of  property  as  weU  as  making  an  excensive 
study  of  the  Eastham  Land  Company  subdivisions.  The- 
area  mapped  this  year  was  north  of  Nauset  and  Doane

Koads  to  the  Eastham-Wellfleet  town  lines,  and  east  of  the 
railroad  to  the  Atlantic.  We  also  mapped  and  plotted  the 
greater  part  of  the  Nauset  Beach  and  meadow,  but  not  the 
marsh  islands  in  Nauset  Bay.  A  good  deal  of  the  area  map- 
ped this  year  w'as  particularly  difficult  especially  the  w^ood 
lots  north  of  Cable  Road  to  the  town  line.  We  were  very 
fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr.  Adin  Gill  in  con- 
nection with  the  survey  of  the  wood  lots.  Without  his  able 
assistance  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  decer- 
mine  the  bounds  and  ownerships  of  those  parcels,  and  would 
have  cost  the  town  a  great  deal  more  to  run  out. 

In  our  study  of  the  Eastham  Land  Company  sub- 
divisions, we  have  accurately  located  Sections  2,  6,  7,  and  8, 
and  plotted  them  on  our  control  map  arid  Atlas  sheets.  We 
also  have  several  of  the  ownerships  of  these  lots  traced 
down  so  that  they  can  once  more  be  put  upon  the  tax  books. 

We  have  numbered  each  block  formed  by  street,  rail- 
road, water  and  town  lines  on  the  Atlas  sheets.  Each  par- 
cel of  land  within  these  blocks  has  been  given  an  assessors' 
number.  A  card  index  will  be  made  of  these  numbers  giv- 
ing the  year,  owner,  area  block  and  number  of  each  parcel. 
From  this  index  an  alphabetical  card  index  can  be  made  of 
property  owners  which  will  act  as  a  cross  index.  As  each 
transfer  takes  place,  the  date  and  new  owner  can  be  shown 
upon  the  cards  and  kept  up  to  date  at  a  small  expense.  This 
also  will  do  away  with  making  yearly  corrections  on  the 
Atlas  sheets.  Another  advantage  of  this  index  system  is  that 
when  the  town  is  completely  mapped  the  yearly  valuation 
book  can  be  made  up  from  these  cards  in  conjunction  with 
the  previous  year's  book  rather  than  just  copying  the  pre- 
vious year's  book  and  carrj^ing  along  errors  from  year  to 
year  which  sometimes  creep  in. 

We  would  like  to  give  the  taxpayers  of  Eastham  some 
idea  of  the  acreage  in  the  town  not  being  assessed.  There 
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are  about  8,500  acres  more  or  less  in  the  town  not  includ- 
ing the  ponds,  the  marsh  islands  in  Nauset  Bay  or  Billings- 
gate Island.  The  total  area  assessed  in  1931  was  about 
6,000  acres.  It  is  very  evident  from  these  areas  that  a 
large  part  of  the  town  is  escaping  taxation.  The  Assessors 
have  done  their  job  to  the  best  of  their  ability  with  what 
records  were  available.  The  omission  of  these  areas  is  due 
in  most  part  to  vague  deeds,  deeds  not  on  record,  guessed 
acreage  in  deeds,  and  errors  carried  forward  from  year  to 
year  on  the  Valuation  Book. 

We  have  found,  too,  property  has  been  transferred 
within  recent  years  to  non-resident  parties  with  vague  ad- 
dresses, making  it  impossible  for  the  tax-collector  to  locate 
owners.  We  will  be  pleased  to  show  any  taxpayer  of  the 
town  instances  of  this  practice.  With  the  information  we 
have  gathered  a  great  many  acres  will  once  more  be  put  on 
the  tax  books  and  if  the  last  recorded  owners  cannot  be 
found  the  tax-collector  can  sell  same  for  taxes.  In  a  good 
many  cases  it  has  been  impossible  for  him  to  locate  or  des- 
cribe these  parcels,  but  Avith  our  assistance  we  are  sure  he 
can  proceed  according  to  the  law. 

We  would  like  to  ask  the  taxpayers  and  residents  of 
Eastham  to  assist  us  in  this  work  so  important  to  them.  If 
you  have  any  plans  of  property  in  Eastham  or  know  of  any, 
we  would  appreciate  receiving  the  information  so  that  we 
might  make  copies  of  them.  The  same  applies  to  deeds,  es- 
pecialh'  old  deeds  prior  to  1910.  In  a  great  many  cases  a 
plan  or  deed  will  save  us  several  hours  of  Avork  in  the  field, 
office  and  Registry  of  Deeds.  We  have  been  pleased  with 
the  co-operation  Ave  liaA^e  receiA^ed  from  residents  of  the 
toAvn  and  AA^ant  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  those 
Avho  have  helped  and  to  the  Toaa^u  Selectmen,  ToAvn  Clerk 
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Mr.  Leslie  Chase,  Mr.  Adin  Gill  and  Mr.  Carroll  Gross,  all 
of  whom  so  ably  assisted  us  in  our  work. 

We  have  a  large  portion  of  the  area  west  of  the  railroad 
already  mapped  and  plotted  on  our  control  map  and  have 
considerable  more  information  which,  when  checked,  can 
be  added  to  our  Atlas  sheets. 

We  feel  that  an  early  completion  of  this  survey  will 
benefit  the  taxpayers  in  that  it  will  clear  up  unassessed  pro- 
perty and  increa'se  the  revenue  for  the  town.  We  might  add 
that  the  work  accomplished  this  year  for  the  appropriation 
w^as  about  three  times  what  would  have  been  done  in  nor- 
mal times.  It  is  quite  evident  that  the  work  will  pay  for  it- 
self in  a  very  few  years  and  the  taxpayers  will  be  practicing 
true  economy  by  continuing  the  work  at  this  time.

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T^eport  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  tJie  School  Committee  of  Eastham: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  fourth  annual  school  report 
which  is  the  thirty-first  since  the  oro:anization  of  the  Super- 
intendency  I'nion  in  its  present  form  and  the  fortieth  since 
i:Iie  Union  of  Eastham,  Harwich  and  Orleans  was  formed. 

Last  year's  report  gave  special  consideration  to  the 
matter  of  accounting  for  money  expended.  Facts  in  this 
respect  retain  the  same  approximate  ratio  with  the  excep- 
tion of  tuition.  Because  of  an  increased  membership  and  a 
^decreased  expenditure,  the  rate  has  been  somewhat  reduced. 

Increased  membership  presents  one  means  of  saving 
^hich  is  effective  financially  and  less  disastrous  in  other 
ways  than  mere  restriction  of  im^estment.  If  the  towns  of 
Eastham  and  Orleans  could  work  out  some  plans  of  com- 
bining elementary  schools  it  would  seem  to  offer  advantages 
for  both  towns.  Advantage  would  appear  in  the  improve- 
ment of  conditions  for  learning  with  a  slight  saving  in 
teacher  time.  There  would  be  better  utilization  of  building 
•^pace  without  duplication  of  teaching.

Forty-five  children  filled  one  room  so  full  that  it  was: 
impossible  to  build  a  fire  in  the  stove  without  physical  tor- 
ture to  some  one.  Consequently  several  children  were 
moved  to  Miss  Keith's  room.  This  seemed  the  only  thing  to 
do.  It  was  a  disappointment  to  some  children  and  it  makea 
an  unfortunate  distribution  from  many  standpoints. 

Conditions  at  Orleans  are  of  similar  nature.  If  these- 
two  schools  were  combined,  one  building  could  house  both 
schools  of  grades  one  to  six  inclusive.  Grades  seven  and 
eight  would  form  a  better  group  for  Junior  High  depart- 
meritalized  work  and  could  be  cared  for  in  the  new  building^ 
when  that  becomes  a  reality. 

What  is  equivalent  to  the  full  time  of  nine  teachers  is; 
now  devoted  to  the  eight  grades  in  the  two  schools.  If  com- 
bined  these  could  be  effected : 

1,    A  better  grouping  of  pupils  in  grades  per  teacher^ 
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2.  A  saving  of  teacher  time.  This  could  be  spent  in 
greater  service  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  with  a  re- 
vised practical  arts  program. 

3.  There  would  be  a  saving  in  building  cost  and  main- 
tenance. 

4.    There  would  be  some  extra  cost  for  transportation. 

It  would  seem  that  both  Orleans  and  Eastham  could 
thus  improve  their  educational  system.  Such  a  plan  would 
mean  co-operation  and  confidence.  These  form  the  basis  on 
which  all  business  is  transacted.  It  is  not  necessar}-  that 
one  should  lose  in  order  that  there  may  be  profit  in  a  busi- 
mess  transaction.   Both  may  profit. 

It  would  seem  that  this  might  become  an  instance  of 
that  kind. 

In  spite  of  the  difficulties  outlined  above,  thei'e  has 
been  some  excellent  work  done  in  the  school.  It  should 
aiot  appear  that  the  school  is  in  any  sense  waiting  for  im- 
provement. There  are  three  very  able  and  devoted  teach- 
-ers  working  with  nearly  one  hundred  children.  This  is  no 
waiting  organization.  They  are  doing  their  best.  I  have 
:^jttempted  to  suggest  one  method  whereby  chey  might  be 
able  to  accomplish  more.  Children  are  growing  up.  They 
are  leaving  these  years  behind  them.  It  is  our  concern  that 
they  have  the  greatest  return  on  their  investment  as  w^ell  as 
that  the  dollars  Spent  shall  produce  an  adequate  return. 

The  year's  work  as  reviewed  by  Mr.  Nickerson  appears, 
through  his  eyes,  to  be  a  list  of  achievements  by  others.  He 
fails  to  claim  his  share  of  credit  for  results  attained  by  his 
own  individual  efforts  as  well  as  through  the  harmonious 
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co-operation  of  his  teachers  and  the  supervisors  of  Art, 
■Music  and  Health.  ^Irs.  Horton  has  done  an  excellent  piece 
of  work  under  very  trying  conditions  while  Miss  Keith  has 
been  ready  on  any  occasion  to  share  the  load  in  the  best  in- 
terest of  the  job  to  be  done. 

The  Supervisor  of  Art  has  carried  on  her  program  in  a 
very  effective  manner.  Interest  and  achievement  in  this 
work  are  plain  to  be  seen.  We  hope  that  another  exhibit 
during  the  Spring  may  again  illustrate  some  of  the  activi- 
ties of  this  department. 

Interest  in  vocal  music  has  continued  to  develop,. 
Ability  to  enjoy  good  music  and  ability  to  participate  in  it 
is  being  stimulated.  This  school  has  made  an  enviable 
record  in  its  music  work.  For  a  school  of  its  size  and  in 
consideration  of  the  age  of  the  children  it  is  outstanding. 

Mr.  Nassi  reports  nineteen  members  in  his  school 
orchestra.  A  beginners'  class  of  eleven  and  a  drum  and 
bugle  corps  of  lAventy-four.  This  in  an  elementary  school' 
of  ninety-seven  is  an  achievement.  ]\Iusic  will  help  to  make- 
better  and  happier  lives  wherever  it  is  found.  These  child- 
ren are  greatly  enrichd  by  this  contact.

The  work  of  prevention  of  small  pox  and  diphtheria  to- 
gether with  the  building  up  of  an  understanding  of  the  laws 
and  habits  of  health  is  more  important  and  beneficial  than 
the  treatment  of  disease  which  might  have  been  avoided  by 
proper  care. 


Let  me  express  for  myself  and  my  associates  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  co-operation  which  we  have  received  during 
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the  year.  Let  me  assure  you  that  our  ambition  is  to  be  of 
service  in  this  work  to  which  we  are  committed.

To  the  Superintendent  of  School : 

Following  is  a  brief  review  of  the  work  of  the  Barnsta- 
ble County  Health  Department  for  1933. 

The  situation  regarding  communicable  disease  has  been 
on  the  whole  quite  satisfactory.  A  number  of  cases  of  an- 
terio-polimyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  have  occurred  in 
three  or  four  towns.  x\ll  of  these  cases  were  sent  to  hos- 
pitals and  with  one  or  two  exceptions  progressed  favorably. 
In  some  other  sections  there  was  a  considerable  incidence  of 
this  disease,  and  Barnstable  County  was  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing no  more  than  it  did. 

A  certain  amount  of  chicken-pox  has  been  reported, 
some  of  the  cases  being  fairly  severe.  This  disease  is  im- 
portant only  from  the  fact  that  it  must  be  watched  care- 
fully so  that  one  may  be  sure  it  is  chicken-pox  and  not  mild 
smallpox.  Only  two  cases  of  small  pox  (varioloid)  have 
occurred  in  this  county  in  ten  j^ears. 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  noted  from  time  to 
time,  usually  very  mild.  At  present  there  is  very  little  in 
the  county. 

The  apparatus  mentioned  as  used  in  immunizing  against 
diphtheria,  in  the  last  report,  has  been  used  extensively  dur- 
ing this  year,  clinics  having  been  held  throughout  the  coun- 
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ty.  This  work  is  now  carried  on  yearly  as  a  matter  of  rou- 
tine, and  it  is  gratifying-  to  be  able  to  report  that  diphtheria 
has  undoubtedly  decreased  greatly.  To  show  the  rapidity 
with  which  this  work  can  now  be  done  it  might  be  mention- 
ed that  the  Health  Officer  can,  for  instance,  arrive  in  a  cer- 
tain place  about  9.30  in  the  morning,  immunize  some  six  or 
seven  hundred  children,  and  be  able  to  leave  around  noon. 
The  physicians  of  the  County  have  consistently  supported 
this  immunization  work  in  every  way. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  in  the  person  of 
a  boy  who  had  been  in  the  county  about  two  months.  No 
other  case  developed  and  no  carrier  has  been  found.  The 
Board  of  Health  of  the  town  from  which  he  came  stated 
that  there  had  been  no  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported  for  a 
long  time. 

New  milk  regulations  have  been  presented  to  the 
Boards  of  Health  in  conformity  with  state  regulations.  They 
were  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Cape  Cod  Health 
Bureau  association,  and  will  be  finally  considered  at  the 
next  meeting.  All  regular  inspections  of  cattle,  dairies,  food 
places,  etc.,  have  been  made  as  usual. 

The  usual  talks  on  health  matters  etc.,  have  been  given 
at  meetings  of  various  organizations  in  the  County,  and  the 
regular  articles  have  appeared  in  local  periodicals.  The 
Health  Officer  has  occasionally  attended  meetings  of  State 
Health  Officers  held  in  Boston  as  during  the  previous  year. 

Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  George  F.  Crocker,  Jr.,  of 
the  County  Health  Department,  took  a  short  course  in  sani- 
tary inspection  and  other  health  work  in  Amherst.  He  un- 
doubtedly received  a  considerable  amount  of  benefit  from 
this  instruction. 
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Mr.  II.  S.  Dowden,  secretary  of  the  Cape  Cod  Chamber 
<of  Commerce,  died  during  the  year.  He  always  consistently 
-supported  health  work  in  this  county  and  was  greatly  inter- 
"Csted  in  the  work. 

All  regular  medical  and  sanitary  inspections,  etc.,  have 
".been  carried  on  as  u^ual,  and  all  emploj^ees  have  performed 
their  duties  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  The  help  and 
'^co-operation  of  all  officials  and  others  is  very  greatly  appre- 
'Ciated.  The  nurses  throughout  the  county  have  carried  on 
their  work  in  their  usual  efficient  manner. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  during  the  coming  year  to  in- 
•^crease  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  County  Health  De- 
partment, and  a  considerable  program  has  already  been  out- 
lined for  1934.  ^  .

We  started  the  work  this  year  at  the  Wellfleet-Eastham 
town  line,  survejang  the  area  west  from  the  railroad  to  the 
Cape  Cod  Bay  shore  and  south  as  far  as  Kingsbury  Road. 
The  area  surveyed  and  plotted  on  sheets  numbered  five  and 
seven  of  the  Atlas  was  about  2,000  acres. 

Included  in  this  area  are  two  large  subdivisions,  name- 
ly, the  Camp  Ground  lots,  so  called,  and  the  Kingsbury 
Beach  lots.  Enlargements  of  these  two  subdivisions  will  be 
included  in  the  Atlas  as  the  work  is  continued. 

We  know  that  there  is  considerable  acreage  in  this 
area  that  heretofore  escaped  taxation.  There  are  instances 
where  investigation  of  titles  will  be  necessary  to  clear  up 
ownership  of  some  parcels. 

In  our  1934  report  we  made  a  review  of  what  Ave  had 
laccomplished  since  1929  when  this  work  was  started  and  to 
this  report  we  refer  you  for  a  more  complete  analysis  of 
the  work.  We  find  to  date  that  we  have  surveyed  and  plot- 
ted about  7,000  acres  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,500.00.  This 
amounts  to  about  35  cents  per  acre  which  is  exceedingly 
reasonable  inasmuch  as  work  of  this  nature  usually  is 
around  $1.00  per  acre.  Thirty-five  cents  per  acre  is  com- 
mensurate with  airplane  photo  costs.

The  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Ralph 
Chase,  has  asked  me  for  an  estimate  on  what  appropriation 
would  be  needed  to  complete  the  Atlas.  An  estimate  of  this 
nature  is  quite  difficult  to  give  because  of  so  many  unknown 
factors  entering  into  it.  However,  I  believe  that  an  appro- 
priation of  $1,000.00  would  complete  the  surveying  and 
plotting  of  the  Atlas  and  would  enable  us  to  make  a  title 
study  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  of  many  of  the  unknown 
ownerships.  With  this .  amount  in  one  appropriation  we 
could  accomplish  a  great  deal  more  than  if  it  is  split  in 
two  as  it  enables  us  to  keep  men  on  the  job  who  are  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  work. 

It  will  be  well  for  the  taxpayers  to  know  that  this 
work,  from  the  start,  has  more  than  paid  for  itself  and  is 
making  money  for  the  town  yearly.  In  other  words,  due  to 
this  work,  and  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  its  w^orking, 
the  town  has  already  been  repaid  in  cash  to  the  amount  of 
$2,500  (all  the  cash  outlay)  and  is  making,  yearly,  several 
hundred  additional  dollars.  This  is  a  very  vital  point  and 
well  worth  seriously  considering. 

In  conclusion  we  trust  that  this  report  is  accepted 
favorably  and  wish  to  thank  all  the  town  officers,  residents 
and  taxpayers  for  their  co-operation  in  this  work.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Eastham  for  the  period  from 
January  1,  1933,  to  July  7,  1934,  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  is  in 
the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Eastham  for  the  period  from 
January  1,  1933  to  July  7,  1934,  and  report  thereon  as  fol- 
lows: 
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The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  in  which  money  is  col- 
lected or  disbursed  for  the  town  were  examined,  checked, 
and  compared  with  the  town  accountant's  records. 

The  books  'and  records  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  record  of  cash  collections  and 
with  the  records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer  by  the  several 
town  departments,  while  the  payments  as  shown  on  the 
accountant's  books  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  record 
of  disbursements  and  to  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  ledger  was  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off 
proving  the  ledger  to  be  in  balance,  and  after  the  necessary 
adjustments  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  a  balance 
sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  July  7, 
1934  was  prepared  and  is  herewith  appended. 

The  balance  sheet  indicates  that  the  town  is  in  good 
financial  condition. 

The  financial  votes  of  the  town  as  recorded  by  the  town 
clerk  were  listed  and  checked  to  the  accountant's  ledger 
accounts. 

Although  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  to  several 
appropriations  were  recorded  on  the  ledger,  presumably  up- 
on authorization  of  the  selectmen,  no  record  of  these  could 
be  found  in  the  selectmen's  minutes.  Proper  record  should 
be  made  of  all  transfers  voted  from  the  reserve  fund  by  the 
committee  authorized  to  grant  such  transfers,  in  which  con- 
nection attention  is  again  called  to  Section  16,  Chapter  39, 
General  Laws,  which  requires  that  the  town  provide  by 
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by-law  for  the  appointment  of  an  appropriation,  advisory 
or  finance  committee. 

The  town  treasurer's  records  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed  throughout  for 
the  period  of  the  audit,  the  receipts  being  compared  with 
the  departmental  record  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  with 
other  sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  and 
with  the  accountant's  books,  while  the  payments  were  com- 
pared with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  dis- 
bursement of  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  as  shown  by  the  cash  book  on  July  7, 
1934,  was  verified  by  a  reconciliation  of  a  statement  fur- 
nished by  the  bank  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited  and 
by  an  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment 
of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treas- 
urer were  also  examined. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcili- 
ation of  the  treasurer's  cash  and  summaries  of  the  transac- 
tions and  condition  of  the  trust  fund. 

The  tax  collector's  books  and  accounts  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  commitment  lists  being  analyzed  and  com- 
pared with  the  assessors'  warrants.  The  recorded  collec- 
tions were  compared  Avith  the  receipts  as  shown  on  the 
treasurer's  cash  book,  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the 
assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstand- 
ing accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

Further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
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the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts  as 
listed  are  correct. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  sum- 
maries of  the  tax,  special  assessment,  and  motor  vehicle 
excise  tax  accounts. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  on  account  of 
town,  dog,  and  sporting  licenses  v/ere  examined  and  check- 
ed. The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  to  the  Division 
of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified  with  the  receipts  on 
file  and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by  an  actual  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  were  examined  and  checked.  The  field  books 
were  checked  to  the  cash  book,  the  cash  book  was  added, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand 
were  verified. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  records 
of  all  other  departments  in  which  money  was  collected  for 
the  town  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  treasurer,  collector, 
and  town  clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  co-operation  and 
courtesy  was  received  from  all  officials,  for  which,  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  ap- 
preciation.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  of  Eastham 
school. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  growth  and  interest  for  the 
children  of  Eastham  school.  The  same  teachers  have  con- 
tinued to  give  the  same  high  quality  of  service  for  which 
they  have  gained  so  favorable  a  reputation  in  the  past. 
Their  attitude  is  reflected  in  the  spirit  and  achievement  of 
the  children. 

Enrollment  figures  remain  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 
As  in  former  years  the  crowded  condition  continues  in  the 
room  of  Mrs.  Horton.  It  looks  as  though  this  condition 
might  not  be  quite  so  acute  next  year.  Accurate  predic- 
tions cannot  be  made  at  this  time  however.  We  should  rec- 
ognize that  Mrs.  Horton  has,  through  a  period  of  years, 
carried  a  very  heavy  load  in  a  much  crowded  room.  One 
with  less  ability  and  experience  would  have  appeared  quite 
overwhelmed  by  the  problems  with  which  she  has  been  con- 
fronted. 

Mr.  Nickerson  reports  '*no  great  changes"  in  his  work 
this  year.  We  know  that  he  has  maintained  past  standards 
with  occasional  improvements.  He  still  continues  the  li- 
brary reading  period  once  per  week  when  children  have 
access  to  a  wide  variety  of  excellent  books  from  the  public 
library  and  from  other  sources.    This  activity  cultivates 
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habits  of  rapid  reading,  creates  a  breadth  of  interest  and 
appreciation  and  develops  ability  easily  to  obtain  the 
thought  from  a  printed  page. 

Learning  to  read  is  the  center  of  activity  in  grades  one 
and  two.  They  do  howev^^r  cultivate  a  certain  understand- 
ing of  number  values  and  some  elementary  practice  in  the 
use  of  numbers. 

Habits  of  personal  conduct,  attitudes  toward  others 
and  like  for,  or  dislike  of  school  are  formed  in  these  early 
grades.  So  far  as  success  can  be  made  a  matter  of  habit 
and  attitude  these  grades  are  of  great  importance.  Here 
many  habits  are  formed  and  the  attitudes  which  contribute 
to  their  formation  are  established. 

Mr.  Nickerson  reports  that  the  school  savings  accounts 
at  the  savings  bank  have  been  faithfully  followed.  Some 
weeks  shoAV  nearly  all  children  making  a  deposit.  I  hope 
that  the  deposits  are  made  in  the  spirit  of  thrift  and  saving 
rather  than  as  a  routine  matter  of  bringing  money  from 
home  or  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  other  fellow. 

Health 

I  would  ask  you  to  consider  the  objectives  of  the  school 
in  the  interest  of  health.  Sometimes  I  question  whether  we 
are  fully  understood  in  this  matter.  Children  come  to  our 
schools.  They  come  for  help  in  the  process  of  growing  up 
and  in  the  acquirement  of  the  fund  of  inherited  knowledge 
which  is  passed  on  from  generation  to  generation  by  the 
process  of  education.  In  order  to  lead  a  successful  and 
happy  life  during  school  or  after  school  it  is  of  primary  im- 
portance that  the  individual  enjoy  such  measure  of  good 
health  as  it  is  possible  for  him  to  attain.  This  is  aside  from 
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the  consideration  of  danger  in  communication  of  disease  to 
another  person  if  he  is  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  ill  himself. 

It  is  natural  to  expect  that  no  one  can  be  more  con- 
cerned for  the  health  and  welfare  of  a  child  than  his  own 
parents.  The  urge  to  maintain  or  to  improve  the  health  of 
a  child  or  of  a  group  of  children  would  naturally  originate 
in  the  home  and  should  receive  the  co-operation  of  the 
school  and  of  the  public.  It  is  from  this  desire  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  home  and  to  serve  both  the  individual  and  the 
community  that  our  school  health,  program  is  continued. 
We  hope  that  our  motives  are  understood  and  that  our  ef- 
forts may  be  conducive  of  the  results  which  we  all  seek. 

The  weight  of  a  child  combined  with  the  results  of  a 
physical  examination  serves  as  an  indication  of  the  state  of 
health.  Sufficient  food  and  food  of  the  right  kind  is  far 
more  important  in  early  years  than  after  maturity  is  reach- 
ed. Parents  often  welcome  opportunity  to  secure  advice  on 
these  matters.  This  is  a  part  of  the  work  of  a  school  phy- 
sician and  a  school  nurse.  The  school  nurse  reports  some 
eases  of  defective  vision  which  have  been  helped  by  glasses. 
Doubtless  many  are  unaware  of  such  handicap  till  their  vis- 
ion is  tested.  We  have  never  seen  through  any  eyes  but 
our  own.  Therefore,  we  do  not  know  what  improvement  in 
sight  or  health  would  follow  the  correction  of  eye  troubles. 
The  school  physician  is  available  to  give  toxin  anti-toxin 
treatment  to  prevent  diphtheria.  This  has  been  of  wonder- 
ful service  throughout  the  state  and  country.  So  far  as  I 
know  no  child  who  has  been  immunized  by  the  treatment 
has  ever  had  this  dreaded  disease.  This  service  is  without 
cost  to  the  family  and  should  be  better  understood  and 
more  highly  valued.  During  the  early  fall  the  service  of 
the  State  Tuberculosis  Clinic  was  offered  through  the 
school..    It  is  generally  possible  to  prevent  future  serious 
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trouble  by  detection  and  treatment  in  the  early  beginning. 

A  dental  clinic  was  held  during  the  year  at  which  fifty- 
one  children  were  treated.  There  were  99  fillings,  23  ex-- 
tractions  and  40  cleanings.  These  are  some  of  the  things 
which  have  been  done  in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  for 
promotion  of  health. 

Music 

Music  has  continued  to  hold  its  place  as  a  popular  sub- 
ject in  our  school  program.  Mr.  Nassi  reports  twentj^-one 
members  in  his  Eastham  orchestra  and  twenty-five  in  the 
drum  and  bugle  corps.  There  were  also  eight  beginners  not 
above  listed.  Nearly  64%  of  all  pupils  in  school  are  taking 
the  instrumental  music  offered  there.  Children  from  this 
school  are  members  of  the  Monomausett  orchestra  and  the 
Junior  Community  Band.  They  were  represented  at  the 
State  Music  Contest  at  Melrose  last  spring  at  which  event 
our  orchestra  and  band  received  such  distinction  as  to  re- 
ceive "superior"  and  ''excellent"  ratings.  They  have  ar- 
ranged public  programs  on  several  occasions  when  they 
have  been  appreciated  by  the  audience. 

The  work  in  vocal  music  may  have  occupied  a  somewhat 
less  conspicuous  but  no  less  important  position  among  the 
activities  of  the  school.  The  variety,  number  and  quality  of 
songs  which  the  little  folks  enjoy  is  very  much  worthwhile. 
Ability  to  read  music  and  to  sing  is  developing  in  the  upper 
grades  quite  satisfactorily.  The  following  from  the  report 
of  Miss  Patch  gives  a  good  idea  of  some  of  the  work  of  the 
upper  grades. 

''In  Grade  VI,  VII  and  VIII  (in  addition  to  their  sing- 
ing of  three  part  songs)  a  brief  study  is  being  made  of  ten 
compositions    and    their    composers.   This    list    is  one 
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made  from  a  national  questionnaire  as  to  the  ten  best  liked 
compositions  of  all  the  wealth  of  classical  music  and  in- 
cludes such  pieces  as  Minuet  in  G  by  Beethoven,  and  To  a 
Wild  Rose  by  MacDowell.  These  selections  are  often  heard 
on  radio  and  concert  programs  and  the  child's  enjoyment 
of  them  is  greater  because  he  is  already  familiar  with  the 
compositions  and  their  musical  background. 

In  June  1934  the  graduation  exercises  were  based  en- 
tirely on  the  work  done  in  Grades  VI,  VII  and  VIII  during 
the  year  ending  that  June.  The  essays  were  written  about 
the  composers  studied,  and  the  vocal  selections  by  the  group 
as  a  whole  and  by  individuals  and  those  compositions  played 
by  the  orchestra  were  chosen  from  those  folk  songs  learned 
in  the  regular  class  work." 

Art 

Interest  in  art  has  steadily  increased  during  the  past 
few  years.  Mr.  Greeley  is  presenting  the  subject  in  a  very 
attractive  and  able  manner.  He  is  attempting  to  make  the 
knowledge  of  color,  form  and  design,  which  the  children  ac- 
quire in  his  classes,  of  such  practical  value  that  it  may  .be 
used  in  connection  with  other  school  subjects.  His  course  is 
well  outlined  and  definite  in  purpose.  The  children  are  in- 
terested and  results  are  quite  apparent. 

The  supervisors  of  music  and  art  agree  in  stating  that 
a  very  large  share  in  the  credit  for  the  success  of  their  de- 
partments should  be  given  to  the  teachers  who  have  carried 
on  their  work  with  such  enthusiasm.  The  same  can  be  said 
in  regard  to  their  work  and  co-operation  in  all  departments.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants 
of  said  town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs, 
to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Eastham,  on  Monday  the 
fourth  (4th)  day  of  February  next  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  articles  in  this  war- 
rant, and  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Eastham,  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  on  Tuesday  the  fifth  (5th)  day 
of  February  next,  then  and  there  to  elect  all  necessary 
Town  officers. 

Article  1.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen  and  all 
reports  and  committees  and  act  thereon. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  elect  a  Town  Direct- 
or for  the  Cape  Cod  Extension  Service. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will 
raise  for  the  Public  library  and  make  an  appropriation  for 
the  same. 
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Article  4.  To  see  in  what  manner  the  town  will  dispose 
of  its  refunded  dog  tax,  and  act  thereon. 

Article  5.  To  see  in  what  manner  the  town  will  support 
its  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $3,150.00  provided  the  State  makes  a  satisfactory  allot- 
ment for  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  town  roads,  under 
Chapter  81,  Sections  26-29,  General  Laws  as  amended. 

Article  7.  To  see  in  what  manner  the  town  will  repair 
its  roads  and  bridges,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  give  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  the  same  power  the  Treasurer  has  when  Collector. 

Article  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year.

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Report  of  Assessors^  Survey,  1935 


In  making  a  report  for  the  past  year  on  work  accom- 
plished under  the  appropriation,  we  are  pleased  to  mention 
that  practically  all  the  general  area  of  the  town  has  been 
plotted  and  it  is  in  but  a  few  various  sections  that  concen- 
trated work  of  surveying  and  plotting  will  be  necessary  to 
complete  the  work. 

The  town  has  spent  (including  1935  appropriation) 
$3000  on  this  work.  It  has  been  definitely  proved  that  each 
year  now  will  show  an  increase  of  revenue  in  this  amount, 
alone,  due  entirely  to  this  work.  From  the  standpoint  of 
investment  it  is  one  of  the  best  that  the  town  has  made  in 
many  years.  In  addition  to  this,  interest  is  being  aroused 
in  sections  of  the  town  where  property  has  been  dormant 
for  decades.  Several  new  houses  have  been  built  on  lands 
heretofore  valueless  due  to  unknown  ownerships  and  pro- 
perty lines.  The  coming  years  will  show  increased  activity 
in  this  direction. 

"When  towns  take  it  upon  themselves  to  go  into  work 
such  as  we  have  been  doing  for  the  past  six  years  many  de- 
finite results  are  immediately  apparent,  viz : — 

1.  More  equitable  assessments. 

2.  Ownerships  of  lands  shown  in  correct  relation  to 
all  others  on  an  accurate  atlas. 

3.  Tremendous  help  for  assessors  in  preparing  the  tax 

list. 
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4.  Assistance  in  plotting  and  planning  roads,  etc. 

5.  Incentive  for  owners  of  unknown  properties  to 
build. 

6.  Assistance  in  sale  of  real  estate  and  help  to  create 
activity  in  this  direction. 

7.  Increase  in  yearly  revenue  which  compounds  in  in- 
terest each  and  every  year. 

It  might  be  well  to  review  the  fact  that  the  Town  of 
Eastham  has  had  an  atlas  made  of  its  township  at  a  cost 
perhaps  the  lowest  in  the  Commonwealth.  Many  towns 
have  paid  ten  to  twenty  times  more  than  the  cost  of  the 
Eastham  atlas  and  not  getting  any  more  usable  results  or 
effects.  This  coupled  with  the  fact  that  very  much  of  the 
lands  in  Eastham  have  been  mapped  and  developed  for  over 
fifty  years  with  stakes  and  lines  long  since  obliterated 
-should  make  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  proud  indeed. 

Much  of  this  economy  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  all 
this  work  was  carried  on  in  depression  years  with  salaries 
low  and  no  profits  to  the  writer.  Trained  technical  help  has 
been  used  throughout  on  the  work  and  no  sacrifice  made  on 
the  work. 

In  making  our  recommendations  for  the  coming  year 
we  wish  to  have  the  taxpayers  interest  themselves  in  sever- 
al things,  namely: — 

1.  Make  a  visit  to  the  town  hall  and  look  at  the  atlas 
as  now  prepared.  Look  at  their  own  ownerships  and  acre- 
ages as  plotted.    Inspect  the  work  in  general. 
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2.  This  year  has  seen  the  startling  of  building  north 
of  the  Eastham  Light.  Much  more  will  come  within  a  few 
years  and,  as  a  result,  increased  town  revenue.  The  tax- 
payers should  take  a  definite  stand  to  get  roads  staked  out 
north  of  the  light  to  assist  the  many  owners  in  this  section 
to  find  their  lots  that  they  might  build  there.  The  writer 
knows  of  several  owners  who  will  build  there  this  year.  An 
appropriation  of  $250  should  be  raised  independently  for 
this  work  as  it  will  come  back  in  one  year  in  increased 
revenue. 

3.  Compare  the  work  done  in  Eastham  with  the  work 
done  in  any  other  town  in  the  Commonwealth. 

4.  Talk  with  the  Selectmen  and  Assessors  on  the  value 
of  the  work. 

5.  Think  seriously  of  raising  $500  this  year  for  the 
plotting  of  various  unknown  ownerships  and  the  possibility 
of  raising  several  hundred  dollars  for  deed  and  title  exam- 
inations of  questionable  properties. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank  the  taxpayers  again  for 
the  opportunity  of  serving  then  and  through  whose  efforts 
this  work  has  been  made  possible.  In  addition,  we  wish  to 
express  our  thanks  again  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Clerk, 
residents  and  taxpayers  for  their  co-operation.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  mj  services  as  Fish  Con- 
stable for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935. 

During  the  year,  I  have  worked  530  hours  policing  the 
shores  and  bay  of  the  town. 

I  have  contacted  about  300  persons  in  regards  to  per- 
mits and  found  only  a  very  small  number  without  them, 
and  with  the  exception  of  two  persons  all  cooperated  with 
me  in  obtaining  them.  These  two,  however,  failed  to  se- 
cure them  and  were  prosecuted  and  found  guilty  in  the 
District  Court. 

After  considerable  controversy  over  the  clam  grant  of 
Mr.  Bernard  C.  Collins,  a  summons  was  issued  and  one 
person  was  brought  into  court  and  found  not  guilty,  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Town  of  Orleans  had  not  accepted  the 
particular  statute  under  which  this  grant  was  issued,  at 
that  time.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  for  Eastham., 

The  past  school  year  has  been  one  of  continued  growth 
and  interest.  Fortunately  the  same  teachers  remain  with 
us.  An  excellent  teacher  is  a  force  most  potent  in  the 
classroom.  The  Eastham  school  is  actively  employed  in  the 
process  of  learning.  Mr.  Otto  Nickerson,  Mrs.  Virginia 
Horton  and  Miss  Florence  Keith  are  making  their  contribu- 
tion toward  this  end.  Individually  each  is  an  excellent 
teacher.  Collectively  they  constitute  a  very  fine  faculty. 
This  faculty  seems  to  be  supported  by  homes  characterized 
by  understanding  and  co-operation.  The  inspiration  of 
good  homes  and  good  teachers  goes  a  long  way  in  making 
a  school  of  high  ideals  and  worthy  attainment. 

During  the  year  some  excellent  new  books  have  been 
purchased.  We  now  have  our  grades  well  equipped  with 
mathematics  texts,  language  texts  and  a  good  start  has 
been  made  in  introducing  a  new  geography  series.  It  has 
been  the  policy  gradually  to  replace  books  which  are  old 
and  somewhat  out  of  date.  As  the  older  books  wear  out 
we  have  gradually  introduced  more  recent  texts  of  a  high 
quality.  Thus  we  now  have  the  "Open  Door  Language 
Series"  in  grades  four  to  eight  inclusive.  The  **New  Day 
Arithmetic"  has  replaced  the  older  texts  in  grades  three 
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to  six  while  a  ''Junior  High  School  Mathematics"  text  by 
Hart  is  used  in  grades  seven  and  eight.  The  new  geogra- 
phy series  by  Atwood-Thomas  has  been  introduced  and  in 
about  one  more  year  will  have  replaced  the  older  books.  It 
is  our  aim  to  keep  our  instructional  reading  up  to  date 
without  discarding  material  of  useful  nature. 

The  work  in  art,  instrumental  and  vocal  music  has  con- 
"  tinned  to  show  most  satisfying  results  under  the  guidance 
of  special  supervisors  and  teachers  of  those  subjects. 

Mr.  Greeley's  classes  are  showing  the  results  of 
another  year  of  his  valuable  instruction.  His  objectives  are 
well  marked  and  the  work  progresses  steadily. 

Miss  Patch  has  developed  the  rote  singing  in  first  and 
second  grades.  The  little  "choir"  selected  to  sing  before 
the  class  group  varies  from  time  to  time  but  the  pleasure 
and  profit  is  apparent  in  all.  Note  reading,  part  singing 
and  folk-song  memorization  are  progressively  taught  in 
other  grades.  Miss  Patch  welcomes  opportunity  for  her 
young  people  to  sing  in  public  as  occasion  offers.  The  ex- 
perience is  good  for  the  children  and  it  is  pleasing  to  the 
audience. 

The  orchestra  work  has  taken  an  even  greater  stride 
since  Mr.  Nassi  discontinued  the  lesson  charge  of  twenty- 
five  cents  per  pupil.  Mr.  Nickerson  terms  it  a  most  out- 
standing piece  of  work.  Mr.  Nassi  reports  that  eighty-six 
of  the  children  are  studying  some  instrument.  Eighty-six 
instrumental  pupils  in  a  school  of  ninety-seven,  nearly 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  school  is  enrolled  for  instrumental 
music !  This  is  indeed  quite  an  unusual  showing.  Mr. 
Nickerson  hopes  to  see  a  further  increase  in  the  percent- 
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age  of  pupils  in  these  classes  next  year.  He  hopes  by- 
growth  of  the  musical  loan  fund  to  procure  more  instru- 
ments for  those  who  can  use  them.  It  should  be  noted  that, 
the  proceeds  of  the  music  programs  are  used  to  supplement 
this  fund. 

Dr.  Goff  and  Miss  Armstrong  have  continued  to  lend 
their  help  toward  the  goal  of  general  good  health.  The 
continuing  program  of  clinics  for  service  with  toxin-anti- 
toxin, vaccination,  T.  B.  Examinations,  dental  clinics  and 
efforts  to  relieve  difficulties  of  vision,  or  of  hearing  is  very 
helpful  to  the  individual  and  to  the  school. 

If  the  movement  now  on  foot  to  erect  a  new  school 
building  should  terminate  successfully  such  a  result  would 
promote  school  progress  a  very  great  deal. 

With  an  excellent  group  of  teachers,  and  a  real  pro- 
gressive program  housed  in  a  modern  building  this  school 
will  be  one  of  which  all  may  well  be  proud. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  render  such  a  favorable 
report  on  the  year's  activities  and  the  outlook  ahead  in 
Eastham  School.

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NEW  TOWN  BY-LAW 


By-Law  adopted  under  Article  29,  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  February  4,  1935,  and  approved  February  28, 
1935,  by  the  Attorney-General. 

Section  1.    There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  for  the  i 
town  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  articles  in  any  warrant  j 
hereafter  issued  for  a  town  meeting.    The  Selectmen,  after 
drawing  a  warrant  for  a  town  meeting,  shall  immediately 
forward  a  copy  thereof  to  each  member  of  said  committee, 
which  shall  consider  all  articles  in  the  warrant  and  make  j 
such  report,  in  print  or  otherwise,  to  the  town  meetmg  as 
it  deems  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

The  said  committee  shall  consist  of  nine  persons  to  be  j 
appointed  as  provided  in  the  following  section.  j 

Section  2.    The  Moderator  of  the  town  meeting  when  j 
this  by-law  is  adopted  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such 
by-law  becomes  effective,  appoint  from  the  citizens  of  the 
town  three  persons  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the 
adjournment  of  the  first  annual  meeting,  following  the  time 
when  this  by-law  becomes  effective,  three  whose  term  of  i 
office  shall  expire  at  the  adjournment  of  the  second  annual 
meeting  following  the  time  when  this  by-law  becomes  i 
effective,  and  three  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the 
adjournment  of  the  third  annual  meeting,  following  the 
time  when  this  by-law  becomes  effective.    Annually  there- 
after the  Moderator  presiding  at  the  close  of  an  annual 
town  meeting  shall,  within  thirty  days,  appoint  three  mem- 
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bers  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the 
third  annual  meeting  after  their  appointment.  Said  com- 
mittee shall  choose  its  own  officers,  and  shall  serve  without 
pay. 

Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  Committee,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  said  Committee  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  person  to  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual 
meeting,  when  the  Moderator  thereof  shall  appoint  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  original  appointment,  a  successor  to  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whose  office  has  been 
vacated.

$283.70  from  available  funds  for  the  payment  of  1935  bills 
received  too  late  to  be  paid  from  appropriations  of  1935. 
(By  unanimous  vote.) 

Article  31.    Indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Selectmen  having  delivered  a  copy  of  Town  Report 
containing  the  by-law  establishing  a  Finance  Committee  to 
each  occupied  house  in  the  Town  of  Eastham,  it  was  de- 
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clared  the  people  had  been  legally  notified  and  that  the 
Moderator  make  his  appointments  dating  from  1936. 

The  report  of  the  Selectmen  for  the  year  1935  was  then 
accepted.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham: 

Herewith  I  submit  the  annual  school  report  for  1936. 

The  year  has  been  an  eventful  one  for  the  school  of 
Eastham.  We  were  all  inspired  when  the  town  decided  by 
unanimous  vote  at  the  last  town  meeting  to  erect  a  new 
building.  During  the  progress  of  construction  we  have  seen 
evidence  that  our  hopes  were  well  justified.  Now  that  the 
building  is  practically  complete  and  nearly  ready  for  occu- 
pancy we  know  that  ours  is  the  opportunity  to  prove  by  use 
that  the  investment  is  justified. 

This  opportunity  with  the  attending  responsibility 
constitutes  a  challenge.  I  feel  sure  that  we  shall  watch  the 
growth  of  the  school  with  real  pride. 

Class  work  in  each  of  the  three  school  rooms  has  con- 
tinued on  the  same  high  quality.  During  the  fall  the  teach- 
ers have  co-operated  with  others  of  the  Union  by  meeting 
regularly  to  work  on  a  revision  of  the  arithmetic  course 
of  study.  This  is  a  rather  important  and  somewhat  for- 
midable undertaking  and  we  hope  to  have  definite  recom- 
mendations to  submit  to  the  School  Committee  for  approv- 
al a  little  later  in  the  year. 

Mr.  Nickerson  has  continued  to  stimulate  the  interest 
of  his  pupils  in  reading  good  books.  The  short  time  spent 
each  week  during  school  hours  is  followed  by  the  contribu- 
tion of  considerable  time  outside  of  school.   This  is  a  kind 
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of  co-operation  between  the  school,  library  and  home  which 
is  very  happy  and  very  valuable. 

The  achievements  of  the  school  in  the  arts  have  been 
<quite  outstanding.  The  teachers  and  the  supervisor  of  each 
subject  share  enthusiasm  with  the  pupils.  Each  attributes 
success  to  the  help  of  the  other,  thereby  attaining  a  goal 
most  creditable  to  all. 

Mr.  Nassi  calls  our  attention  to  an  attendance  in  instru- 
mental music  classes  as  follows : 

On  October  first,  the  enrollment  of  the  school  was  97. 
Mr.  Nassi  reports  "an  advanced  orchestra  of  24,  a  band  of 
23,  an  elementary  orchestra  of  19,  a  beginners  class  of  16, 
and  a  flageolet  class  of  15."  This  is  a  record  which  is  in- 
deed most  unusual.  The  Eastham  school  played  an  import- 
ant part  in  the  success  of  the  Monomauset  orchestra  which 
attained  the  highest  rating  at  the  Massachusetts  Music 
Contest  at  Haverhill  and  the  New  England  Contest  at  Port- 
land last  spring.  Pupils  are  also  represented  in  the  Junior 
Community  Band  and  Philharmonic  Society. 

Miss  Patch  has  the  vocal  music  well  organized  and  at- 
tractively presented.  Rote  songs  are  taught  in  the  first  and 
second  grades.  Note  reading  is  introduced  in  the  last  half 
of  the  second  grade  and  practiced  in  grade  three.  Two  part 
music  begins  in  grade  four  and  some  three  parts  are  taught 
in  grade  six.  Grades  six,  seven  and  eight  study  the  lives 
of  great  composers  and  at  least  one  work  of  each,  which 
distinguishes  him  from  all  others.  They  learn  to  appreciate 
good  music  by  more  attentive  and  intelligent  understand- 
ing of  selections  heard  on  the  radio. 
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Results  of  excellent  instruction  in  art  are  shown  by  the 
display  of  work  in  each  room  and  in  an  occasional  public 
exhibit.  The  work  covered  by  each  grade  is  well  planned 
and  outlined  with  standards  and  objectives  in  construction, 
design,  representation  and  color.  The  upper  grades  place 
increasing  emphasis  on  perspective  and  proposition  with 
the  sketching  of  objects  and  architecture.  The  work  in  the 
art  department  has  made  very  creditable  growth  under  Mr. 
Greeley's  guidance. 

Dr.  Goff  as  school  physician  reports  health  conditions 
to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

A  statistical  report  of  activities  of  the  school  nurse  and 
the  various  clinics  as  submitted  by  Miss  Armstrong  is 
shown  below.

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Annual  Report  of  Shellfish  Constable 


During  the  year  a  total  of  1,2151/2  bushels  of  seed  clams 
were  transplanted.  All  seed  taken  from  bar  below  Smith 
Heights.  1,054  bushels  planted  at  Silver  Springs,  West 
Shore.  Balance  planted  at  various  places  in  Salt  Pond  Bay. 
Estimate  that  3,000  bushels  of  clams  still  remain  on  said  bar 
below  Smith  Heights. 

Seven  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  received  from  State 
via  Bureau  of  Marine  Fisheries  during  year  for  transplant- 
ing purposes.  $400.00  contributed  by  the  Town.  Value  of 
clams  dug  from  beds  at  Silver  Springs  and  marketed — 200 
barrels  at  an  average  price  of  $3.60,  total  $720.00,  making  a 
total  of  $1,880.00  revenue  already  received  from  a  $400.00 
investment  by  the  Town.  This  equals  a  $4.50  return  for 
$1.00.  There  are  still  many  clams  on  the  beds  that  will 
show  a  large  additional  profit.  In  view  of  the  above  figures 
recommend  that  this  work  be  continued. 

One  hundred  and  seven  buckets  of  round  wrinkles  dis- 
posed of  during  the  year. 

Approximately  400  persons  interviewed  on  fiats,  many 
without  family  permits.  Implements  for  digging  ranged 
from  garden  hoes,  rakes  and  shovels  down  to  pieces  of  wood. 
Estimate  that  1,800  persons  visited  our  fiats  during  1937, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  shellfish  for  family  use,  and  that 
the  amount  of  shellfish  taken  by  this  number  of  people  could 
be  conservatively  estimated  at  200  barrels.  The  actual 
amount  was  probably  much  greater.  Recommend  that  the 
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Town  reduce  the  number  who  take  shellfish  by  charging 
a  fee  for  family  permits. 

Regret  to  report  that  extensive  areas,  known  as  Sand 
Flats,  Hopkins  Bar  and  Hemenway  Bar,  which  set  with 
seed  clams  in  1936  have  died  out  completely. 

Good  set  of  clams,  which  seem  to  be  doing  well,  on  all 
liats  in  Tpwn  Cove. 

Considerable  scallop  seed  is  noted  on  certain  areas  in 
the  Bay,  particularly  on  what  is  known  as  the  Old  Oyster 
Beds.    Prospects  for  1938  scallop  season  are  good.

Recommend  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  tar  kettle 
with  sprayer  attachment  under  Article  33  in  the  Town 
Meeting  Warrant.  The  need  for  this  piece  of  equipment  is 
very  urgent  and  if  purchased  would  result  in  a  substantial 
increase  in  efficiency  and  permanency  so  far  as  the  patching 
of  roads  are  concerned.  Patches  which  are  sealed  with  oil 
become  practically  a  permanent  part  of  the  road,  whereas 
patches  that  are  not  sealed  soon  disintegrate,  leaving  the 
road  as  bad  or  worse  than  before.  A  kettle  with  sprayer  at- 
tachment would  allow  the  sealing  of  all  patches  put  on.  This 
has  not  been  done  in  the  past  because  of  lack  of  equipment.

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Report  of  Town  Landing  Committee 


The  Town  Landing  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting  have  devoted  considerable  time  and 
thought  to  this  matter  and  submit  the  following  report. 

As  Nauset  Light  Beach  has  become  one  of  the  most 
popular  beaches  in  Eastham  we  recommend  that  two  lots 
of  land  be  purchased  or  taken  by  eminent  domain,  for  the 
purpose  of  enlarging  the  parking  space,  and  that  the  same 
be  graded,  hardened  and  oiled.  Action  to  be  taken  under 
article  in  this  j^ear's  annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant. 

At  Nauset  Coast  Guard  Station  we  recommend  that  the 
Town  try  to  obtain  the  land  (or  use  of  the  laud)  where  the 
old  station  stands.  Also  that  some  kind  of  steps  be  erected 
making  the  beach  more  accessible  to  the  public. 

At  the  First  Encounter  Beach  we  have  a  tax  title 
pending  in  the  Land  Court  and  would  recommend  that  the 
Town  keep  a  part  or  whole  of  this  property  if  and  Avhen  it 
receives  title  to  same. 

At  Thumpertown  Landing  we  recommend  it  being  im- 
proved and  a  AY.P.A.  project  has  been  submitted  which  if 
approved  will  grade  and  harden  this  landing  and  road  lead- 
ing to  same. 

At  Camp  Ground  Landing  we  believe  that  it  is  quite 
important  that  more  land  be  obtained  but  we  can  not  rec- 
ommend any  action  at  this  time  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
cost  would  be  so  high. 
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At  Cook's  Brook  the  property  on  either  side  of  road 
has  been  cut  up  into  house  lots  and  are  being  held  for  $1000 
per  lot  of  a  120  feet  frontage.  "We  consider  this  is  more 
than  it  would  be  worth  for  additional  land  here.  We  rec- 
ommend that  the  Town  purchase  or  take  by  eminent  do- 
main from  Mrs.  Chester  Pierce  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  proper  width  to  the  road,  a  strip  of  land  13  feet  wide, 
that  Mr.  Pierce  gave  the  town  several  years  ago  when  the 
road  was  laid  out,  but  of  which  there  is  no  record  of  a 
transfer. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  any  additional  land  at  Cook's 
Brook  appears  to  be  impossible  we  recommend  that  con- 
sideration be  given  to  obtaining  land  at  Sunken  Meadow 
some  time  in  the  future. 

We  believe  that  it  is  quite  important  that  a  landing 
be  provided  which  would  give  protection  to  the  fishing 
boats  in  the  Bay,  and  recommend  that  land  for  a  Town 
Landing  be  purchased  or  taken  by  eminent  domain,  at  Boat 
Meadow  Creek,  near  land  formerly  of  Ryder  Brothers,  also 
a  road  to  same,  but  that  no  action  be  taken  until  the  1939 
Annual  Town  Meeting.

Report  of  Building  Committee 

EASTHAM  GRADE  SCHOOL 


At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  February  3,  1936,  it 
was  voted  to  build  a  Grade  School  and  appointed  a  Build- 
ing Committee  as  follows,  under  Article  27  in  the  warrant. 

''Voted  that  Stanley  M.  Walker,  Chairman,  Charles  A. 
Gunn,  Daniel  W.  Sparrow,  Maurice  W.  Wilej^  Harvey  T. 
Moore  and  Leslie  E.  Chase,  be  and  hereby  are  authorized 
and  instructed  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  build  and  equip 
such  school  house,  and  are  further  instructed  and  authoriz- 
ed to  do  any  and  all  acts  and  things  necessary  for  the 
same." 

Leslie  E.  Chase  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  February  10,  1936. 

S.  W.  Haynes  &  Associates,  Architects,  of  Fitchburg, 
Mass.,  selected  and  retained  to  plan  and  supervise  construc- 
tion of  school  building  under  date  of  March  9,  1936. 

T.  L.  Cottrell  of  West  Dennis,  Mass.,  was  awarded  the 
contract  to  build  the  school  under  date  of  June  10,  1936.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham : 

Herewith  I  submit  my  annual  school  report  for  1937. 

In  the  school  report  a  year  ago  I  said  that  the  year  had 
been  an  eventful  one.  That  was  my  feeling  as  I  looked 
back  over  the  year  when  a  unanimous  town  meeting  had  ap- 
propriated funds  for  the  new  school  and  during  which  year 
we  had  witnessed  the  erection  of  the  new  structure.  We 
were  then  living  in  anticipation  of  the  new  quarters  soon  to 
be  occupied.  From  a  more  immediate  point  of  view  the  year 
1937  has  been  even  more  eventful  than  was  1936.  Advan- 
tages in  reality  have  exceeded  the  anticipations  which  we 
had  conceived.  I  can  not  so  well  express  it  as  in  the  words 
of  Mr.  Nickerson  when  he  says :  ' '  Words  cannot  do  justice 
to  the  change  that  took  place  in  our  school  system  on  Febru- 
ary 1.  It  was  not  without  a  sense  of  parting  from  some- 
thing that  had  served  us  well  in  the  past,  and  even  today  in 
passing,  the  old  school  seems  like  a  garment  that  still  might 
haA^e  much  wear  and  holds  many  pleasant  memories.  We 
feel  that  the  re-action  of  our  youngsters  to  the  up-to-date 
furniture,  modern  sanitary  conditions,  better  heating  and 
lighting,  playground  freedom  and  general  all  round  higher 
'atmosphere'  is  very  commendable.  Though  we  have  per- 
haps had  to  maintain  a  little  more  careful  plan  of  surveil- 
lance in  and  outside  the  building,  we  feel  that  the  boys  and 
girls  have,  in  almost  all  cases,  taken  upon  themselves  a 
greater  share  in  the  responsibility  of  keeping  things  in  their 
proper  order.   We  think  that  a  great  deal  of  good  citizen- 
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ship  can  be  indirectly  taught  in  this  manner.  To  the  differ- 
ent committees,  as  well  as  the  taxpayers,  we  are  truly  grate- 
ful for  the  almost  perfect  conditions  under  which  we  now 
work. ' ' 

Not  only  may  the  children  spend  the  days  in  more 
healthful,  sanitary  and  physically  safe  surroundings  where 
things  formerly  done  can  be  done  better,  but  many  new  ac- 
tivities may  be  carried  on. 

Not  the  least  valuable  among  the  activities  of  the  school 
is  the  assembly  period.  All  the  school  participates  in  these 
assemblies  and  many  of  the  parents  and  friends  have  enjoy- 
ed these  programs.  During  the  year  there  have  been  pur- 
chased seventy  folding  chairs  and  another  piano  for  assem- 
bly and  orchestra  use.  As  time  goes  on  I  trust  that  a  few 
more  may  be  added  to  complete  the  seating  for  assembly 
periods  and  replace  the  less  portable  settees  which  were 
borrowed  from  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  cement  floor  of  the  other  section  of  the  basement 
has  now  been  treated  to  remove  dust  and  I  am  sure  that  the 
space  will  be  very  useful  as  an  indoor  play  room  for  inclem- 
ent weather. 

The  music  room  on  the  main  floor  is  very  convenient 
and  useful  for  the  music  practice  and  as  a  place  for  small 
group  general  use.  The  class  rooms  are  unusually  pleasant 
and  well  lighted.  The  view  from  them  is  unsurpassed  in 
natural  beauty.  The  flower  decked  windows,  the  framed 
pictures  on  the  walls  with  display  boards  filled  with  the 
finest  of  school  workmanship  gives  one  a  welcome  and  cheer 
which  is  felt  as  well  as  seen. 
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Again  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Nickerson:  ''As  a  plant  and 
flower  loving  trio,  we  teachers  wonder  if  we  are  making  our 
school  too  much  like  a  conservatory.  Never  having  had  the 
chance  to  keep  many  plants  indoors  over  winter,  we  trust 
we  are  not  over-doing  it.  Our  aim  in  this  is  to  again  in- 
directly teach  a  love  for  better  things." 

As  an  appreciative  observer  I  do  not  share  ]\Ir.  Nicker- 
son's  fear  lest  decoration  will  be  overdone. 

We  regretted  the  loss  of  an  excellent  Supervisor  of  Art 
when  Mr.  Greeley  accepted  a  position  in  the  City  of  Wal- 
tham.  We  rejoice  that  the  work  is  still  in  capable  hands. 
Miss  C.  Lucile  Nichols,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Greeley,  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Massachusetts  School  of  Art  and  is  a  source  of  in- 
spiration to  those  who  learn  to  draw  and  appreciate  the  use 
of  art.  Miss  Nichols  thus  expresses  her  evaluation  of  the 
accomplishments  of  Eastham  children : 

''In  Eastham  the  first  and  second  grades  are  making 
remarkable  progress  under  the  capable  direction  of  Miss 
Keith  who  has  a  keen  interest  in  the  subject  and  who  has 
procured  for  her  classes  some  very  fine  books.  These  are 
'Art  Stories'  in  Books  I,  II  and  III,  and  are  published  in 
New  York  as  part  of  the  Curriculum  Foundation  Series. 

"The  fourth  and  fifth  grades  have  shown  evidence  of 
their  former  training  and  of  the  fact  that,  phychologieally 
speaking,  drawing  is  a  natural  everyday  experience. 

"This  can  also  be  said  of  Grades  six,  seven  and  eight 
for  these  people  are  sometimes  capable  of  work  planned  for 
older  children.  They  do  a  great  deal  of  art  work  in  connec- 
tion with  other  subjects  and  they  make  many  posters  for 
community  and  school  events. 
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''This  is  as  it  should  be,  yet  it  is  very  gratifying  to  find 
in  a  group  of  teachers  such  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  use- 
fulness of  drawing  and  such  ready  cooperation  when  sug- 
gestions are  made." 

Miss  Patch  and  Mr.  Nassi  are  equally  enthusiastic 
about  the  work  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  To  quote 
Miss  Patch: 

"The  first  grade  child's  introduction  to  vocal  music  is 
through  songs  sung  by  the  teacher  and  imitated  by  the 
child.  Those  rote  songs  have  for  subject  matter  the  sea- 
sons, special  occasions  such  as  Christmas  and  Hallowe'en, 
and  those  things  of  interest  to  a  small  child  such  as  toys  and 
animals.  This  work  is  continued  through  the  second  grade, 
and  during  the  last  three  or  four  months  note-reading  is 
started  by  imitation.  The  third  grade  receives  constant 
drill  by  the  grade  teacher  in  note-reading,  laying  the  foun- 
dation for  future  sight-singing,  and  also  learns  occasional 
rote  songs.  The  second  or  alto  part  is  introduced  in  the 
fourth  grade  and  continued  in  the  fifth,  while  a  third  part  is 
added  in  the  last  half  of  the  sixth  grade.  Through  a  series 
of  standard  graded  books  the  work  is  kept  within  the  abili- 
ties of  each  class. 

"In  Grades  6,  7  and  8  part-singing  is  continued,  wiiile 
the  general  view-point  of  music  is  considerably  enlarged. 
This  year  the  main  objective  in  those  classes  is  an  acquaint- 
ance with  the  old  well-known  folk  songs  of  our  own  and 
other  countries.  Different  groups  from  this  class  have  sung 
on  various  concert  and  entertainment  programs  and  always 
show  the  results  of  the  careful  and  thorough  work  done  by 
all  the  teachers." 
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Mr.  Nassi  surveys  his  department  in  the  following 
form : 

hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Instrumental  Music. 

The  great  concern  of  a  supervisor  is  how  to  improve  his 
classes  every  year  so  that  he  may  attain  better  results  than 
he  formerly  has. 

think  that  at  present,  we  have  a  school  music  system 
in  our  district  which  compares  with  the  best  in  the  country. 
One  has  only  to  compare  our  pupils  with  those  who  come  to 
our  schools  from  elsewhere  in  order  to  realize  this  fact. 
However,  our  aim  is  not  to  dwell  on  the  present  laurels,  but 
to  endeavor  to  improve  the  present  conditions,  to  discover 
where  the  faults  lie,  take  suggestions  for  their  improvement 
and  to  remedy  them.  It  will  be  my  aim  in  this  report  to 
point  out  some  means  of  improvement  in  our  system  with 
the  hope  that  parents  and  those  who  are  interested  may  ap- 
prove of  them. 

''One  of  the  most  important  things  in  the  study  of  mu- 
sic is  a  reasonable  amount  of  practice  at  home.  Music,  as 
taught  today  in  the  schools  in  comparison  with  the  subjects 
is  at  a  disadvantage.  Teachers  of  the  so-called  'regular 
subjects'  have  the  advantage  of  several  periods  during  the 
week  while  the  music  teacher  has  only  one  or,  at  the  most, 
two  periods  and  several  minutes  of  this  short  time  necessar- 
ily have  to  be  sacrificed  to  tuning,  seating,  repairing,  etc. 
So,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  under  the  conditions,  that 
some  reasonable  amount  of  practice  be  done  at  home.  This  is 
the  place  where  the  cooperation  of  the  parent,  especially  in 
the  case  of  young  beginners,  is  imperative.   From  long  ex- 
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perience,  it  is  proven  that  the  progress  of  the  child  in  music 
is  correspondingly  equal  to  the  interest  of  the  parents  in  the 
subjects. 

"The  next  thing  of  importance  for  the  success  of  music 
is  the  cooperation  of  the  class-room  teacher.  In  my  teaching 
throughout  the  Cape  schools ;  1  am  pleased  to  say  that  I 
have  the  cooperation  of  the  principals  and  teachers  and  I  am 
thankful  to  them  for  this  cooperation. 

''I  believe  that  all  of  the  teachers,  regardless  of  the 
subjects  in  our  educational  system  should  be  interested  not 
only  in  their  subject  but  in  the  education  of  the  children  in 
its  broader  sense  and  remember  that  their  purpose,  whether 
it  is  music,  art,  or  literature  that  they  are  teaching  it  to 
help  make  life  more  sensitive  to  beauty.  To  make  our  sub- 
ject exalt  the  human  spirit  and  make  life  richer  and  nobler. 

''I  think  that  pupils  Avho  devote  a  period  of  four  or  five 
hours  per  week  to  practice  at  home,  in  addition  to  their  reg- 
ular period  in  school,  should  be  given  as  much  credit  as  in 
any  other  school  subject. 

''As  I  follow  the  careers  of  my  pupils  after  they  have 
graduated  I  am  glad  to  know  that  most  of  them  make  use 
of  their  musical  education  by  playing  in  their  college  or- 
chestras or  bands  and  other  ensembles.  Some  of  them  have 
taken  music  as  their  profession  and  those  who  did  not  con- 
tinue with  their  education  still  continue  with  their  music 
in  various  civic  organizations.  Our  musical  season  last  year 
was  very  successful  in  its  undertakings.  Our  two  major  dis- 
trict and  Monomausett  concerts  as  well  as  the  local  con- 
certs were  very  successful. 
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"The  28  selected  musicians  who  participated  last  year 
in  the  New  England  Festival  of  Music  in  Hyamiis  had  an 
experience  that  they  will  never  forget.  A  similar  group  is 
being  prepared  to  go  to  the  Festival  which  is  to  be  held  in 
New  London,  Conn. 

"There  are  48  pupils  who  take  instrumental  music  in 
the  Eastham  schools.  Of  these,  the  band  has  18  members 
and  the  orchestra  has  24.  Mr.  Nickerson,  Mrs.  Horton  and 
]\Iiss  Keith  have  been  most  cooperative  in  my  work  and  T 
wish  to  thank  them.  The  success  of  the  Eastham  music  is 
due  largely  to  their  hearty  support." 

Dr.  Goff  reports  the  following  for  the  County  in  gener- 
al. 

"The  routine  physical  examinations  have  been  made  in 
all  schools,  and  it  may  be  stated  that  there  is  noted  a  gradu- 
al and  constant  improvement  in  physical  conditions.  In- 
creasing efforts  are  being  made  in  all  schools  to  the  end  that 
the  matter  of  correction  of  defects  may  be  taken  care  of. 
More  attention  is  being  give^  to  the  matter  of  nourishment 
and  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  conditions  in  the  schools 
of  the  County  are  excellent. 

"Special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  use  of  the  audi- 
ometer lately,  with  satisfactory  results. 

"A  few  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Par- 
alysis) developed  in  certain  places,  causing  the  closing  of 
some  schools  for  a  limited  period.  This  is  a  rather  terrify- 
ing disease  in  many  ways,  to  parents  especially,  but  it  may 
be  stated  that  many  of  the  cases  this  year  were  mild  with 
little  after  effect.  Aside  from  this  nothing  unusual  occur- 
red in  the  w^ay  of  communicable  disease. 
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"All  of  the  regular  clinics  have  been  held  as  usual,  such 
things  as  diphtheria  immunization  etc.,  now  being  accepted 
as  routine  matters. 

"The  usual  and  entirely  satisfactory  cooperation  of  all 
officials  and  organizations  has  been  given  and  the  nurses 
have  been  very  active  and  efficient. 

"Every  effort  will  be  made  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
coming  year  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all  concerned."

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Report  of  The  Trustees  of  the 
Timothy  Smith  Fund 


Under  the  provisions  of  Clause  33  of  the  will  of  the 
late  Timothy  Smith  a  trust  fund  was  set  up,  the  income  to 
be  used  for  the  following  purposes :  For  the  Public  Library, 
for  the  aged  needy  and  to  be  loaned  to  worthy  scholars  to 
help  them  obtain  a  higher  education. 

There  are  now  fifteen  loans  outstanding  totaling  nearly 
$8,000.00,  plus  interest,  and  the  Trustees  realize  this  is  a 
very  serious  situation  and  would  welcome  any  suggestions 
that  anyone  might  care  to  offer.  For  the  last  three  years 
a  letter  has  been  sent  to  all  borrowers  who  have  left  school 
reminding  them  of  their  obligations,  but  $46.00  was  the 
total  amount  paid  back  on  all  these  loans  the  past  year. 

A  few  borrowers  have  paid  their  notes  in  full  and  a 
few  through  circumstances  over  which  they  have  no  control 
are  not  able  to  make  any  payments,  but  still  there  are  sev- 
eral that  do  not  take  their  obligation  serious  and  to  this 
group  we  make  an  earnest  appeal  that  you  begin  as  soon 
as  possible  to  make  payments  on  your  notes.  In  so  doing 
you  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  some  other 
scholar  has  been  given  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  high- 
er education,  the  same  as  you  enjoyed.  A  fund  similiar  to 
this  in  Boston  has  over  a  period  of  experienced  losses  of 
less  than  10  per  cent. 
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We  are  now  charging  4%  interest  on  these  loans  which 
does  not  start  until  January  following  the  graduation  of 
the  borrower  and  $200.00  is  the  maximum  that  we  will  loan 
any  scholar  in  a  year.

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Annual  Report  of  Shellfish  Constable 


The  year  1938  was  a  very  poor  year  as  a  whole  for  the 
shellfish  industry.  The  demand  for  soft  clams  was  extreme- 
ly limited  and  the  price  poor.  Hard  clams  sold  fairly  well 
in  spots  at  a  fair  price,  but  averaged  well  below  the  1937 
level  for  all  sizes.  Scallops  seemed  to  be  abundant  for  a 
while,  but  due  to  adverse  weather  the  harvest  was  short.  It 
appears  that  revenue  enjoyed  from  the  sale  of  all  kinds  of 
shellfish  was  considerably  less  than  in  1937.  Fewer  men 
were  engaged  in  the  business  than  at  almost  any  period  of 
time  in  recent  years. 

There  is  little  evidence  of  any  set  of  quahog  seed,  either 
at  the  west  shore  or  on  the  flats  of  inland  waters.  The  soft 
clam  set  is  apparent  on  some  locations  in  the  Town  Cove, 
but  is  confined  to  an  area  that  is  small  compared  to  that 
of  the  previous  set. 

The  past  year  has  shown  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  family  permits  issued.  Under  the  open  door  policy,  as 
now  practised,  this  number  is  bound  to  materially  increase 
each  year.  Because  of  the  many  good  roads  that  lead  to 
West  Shore,  most  of  the  people  seeking  shellfish  for  family 
use,  have  frequented  this  location.  Consequently  the  West 
Shore  flats  are  well  depleted  with  the  exception  of  the 
Municipal  bed  opened  this  fall.  Unless  something  is  done, 
either  to  increase  the  quantity  of  shellfish  there,  or  to  radi- 
cally curtail  the  number  of  permits  issued,  it  appears  prob- 
able that  this  area  will  become  entirely  fished  out. 

As  a  remedy  for  this  situation  I  recommend  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  family  permits.  Such  a  fee  would  act  to 
materially  reduce  the  number  of  permits  issued  and  would 
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provide  money  for  reseeding  purposes  without  raising  same 
by  taxation.  It  would  also  place  the  burden  of  protecting 
and  propagating  shellfish  upon  the  shoulders  of  those  who 
actually  enjoy  the  benefit,  and  not  upon  the  shoulders  of  all 
the  taxpayers  as  is  now  the  case. 

In  April,  205  bushels  of  contaminated  oysters  were 
planted  in  Town  Cove  directly  otf  the  Town  Landing. 
These  oysters  were  of  poor  quality  being  mostly  very  old 
stock.  After  two  attempts  this  bed  of  oysters  was  approved 
as  fit  for  human  consumption  and  opened  in  December. 

Early  in  the  year,  after  considerable  correspondence, 
a  supply  of  seed  quahogs  was  located  in  Rhode  Island 
through  the  Director  of  Fish  and  Game  of  that  state.  Sub- 
sequently the  Supervisor  of  Marine  Fisheries  vetoed  the 
spending  of  money  out  of  the  state  and  promised  to  supply 
us  with  quahog  seed  from  Massachusetts.  This  promise  was 
fulfilled  only  to  to  the  extent  of  1:1  bushels  of  seed  from  the 
Town  of  Dennis.  This  seed  was  planted  in  the  river  and 
has  shown  an  extremely  good  growth. 

Two  hundred  and  fourteen  bushels  of  clam  seed  have 
been  planted  during  the  year  at  Silver  Spring;  79  bushels 
having  been  planted  in  the  recent  month  of  December. 
Seventy  bushels  of  seed  clams  were  planted  last  spring  in 
the  Salt  Pond  and  made  such  rapid  growth  that  the  Pond 
was  opened  to  fishing  in  October. 

It  was  voted  to  open  last  October  one  of  the  Municipal 
clam  beds  at  Silver  Spring.  This  bed  was  planted  in  the 
fall  of  1937.  Up  to  this  time  approximately  75  barrels  of 
clams  have  been  dug  there  for  market  use.  I  can  give  only 
an  approximate  figure,  which  I  believe  to  be  conservative, 
as  it  is  obvious  that  I  can  not  be  on  the  ground  every  day. 
Many  clams  still  remain  on  the  bed. 
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The  miinicpal  bed  opened  a  year  ago  last  October,  fur- 
nished clams  in  considerable  quantity  throughout  1938,  par- 
ticularly to  the  holders  of  family  permits.  It  is  now  practi- 
cally depleted  and  has  been  replanted  in  part  by  the  seed 
planted  last  December. 

During  the  year  and  at  the  request  of  the  Supervisor 
of  Marine  Fisheries,  seed  clams  were  furnished  to  the  Towns 
of  Brewster,  Dennis  and  Yarmouth.  This  was  in  response 
to  the  petition  of  the  fishermen  made  last  spring,  that  the 
sale  of  one  and  one-half  inch  clams  be  allowed.  As  the  Su- 
pervisor had  not  the  right  to  abrogate  the  law,  he  devised 
this  method  to  help  the  fishermen  dispose  of  undersized 
clams.  During  ihe  past  few  j^ears,  thousands  of  bushels  of 
seed  clams  have  died  which  might  have  been  disposed  of 
profitably  in  this  manner. 

Enforcement  of  the  laAvs  and  regulations  under  the 
present  setup  is  considerable  of  a  problem.  I  have  found 
many  persons  fishing  without  permits,  but  in  the  absence 
of  any  fee  for  family  permits,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  permits  Avere  invalid,  I  felt  that  the  wisest 
course  was  to  refrain  from  Court  action.  Court  action  is 
expensive  to  all  parties  concerned,  and  unless  some  good 
may  be  accomplished,  or  unless  the  culprit  is  determined  to 
beat  the  law,  the  result  is  definitely  negative.  While  I  con- 
sider the  enforcement  of  law  as  a  minor  part  of  a  shellfish 
officer's  duty,  it  is  a  part  that  requires  a  good  deal  of  time 
and  considerable  mileage.  This  is  readily  apparent  when 
it  is  realized,  that  in  order  to  completely  cover  the  Towns 
fisheries,  35  miles  are  necessary.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham: 

The  School  Report  of  1938  is  herewith  submitted. 

It  has  been  particularly  fortunate  for  a  number  of 
years  prior  to  this  that  we  have  been  able  to  report  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  same  faculty  at  Eastham  school.  We  have 
to  record  a  change  during  1938. 

The  service  of  Miss  Florence  W.  Keith  in  the  schools  of 
Eastham  has  been  an  outstanding  one.  The  influence  of  her 
character  and  the  thoroughness  of  her  instruction  have 
made  a  contribution  which  will  last  for  many  years  to  come.. 
For  a  period  of  thirty-two  years  she  has  given  to  the  limit 
of  time,  personal  effort  and,  in  not  a  few  cases,  financial  aid 
to  the  children  to  whose  service  she  committed  herself.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  record  the  progress  made  since  she 
came  to  Eastham  in  1906.  Space  does  not  permit  it  here  but 
among  the  more  recent  is  the  growth  of  music  in  which  she 
was  a  leader,  a  student  as  well  as  teacher.  As  noted  in  a 
previous  report  nearly  90%  of  the  children  were  taking  les- 
sons on  some  instrument.  Many  of  our  advanced  pupils 
received  encouragement,  stimulation  and  help  from  Miss 
Keith  at  a  time  when  Avithout  it  they  might  have  failed  to 
carry  on  alone.  We  should  note  also  that  it  was  our  privi- 
lege to  have  her  with  us  when  the  new  building  was  first  oc- 
cupied. Hers  has  been  a  fruitful  career  indeed.  She  retires 
to  take  up  other  activities,  services  and  pleasures. 
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Miss  Marguerite  E.  Verrili  has  been  chosen  to  continue 
the  work  of  Miss  Keith.  It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to 
Miss  Keith  and  all  of  her  associates  to  know  that  in  Miss 
Verrili  we  have  a  teacher  and  a  personality  who  has  been 
able  to  carry  on  the  traditions  without  a  break. 

The  school  year  has  been  a  profitable  one.  A  high  grade 
of  work  is  maintained  by  a  very  able  staff.  Club  work  has 
been  introduced  during  the  year.  According  to  Mr.  Nicker- 
son:  ''Every  one  in  school  is  in  an  organized  club  this  fall. 
We  have  a  cooking  club,  two  sewing  groups,  two  groups  of 
the  older  boys  in  conservation,  one  in  weaving,  one  in  wood 
working,  besides  special  hand-work  for  even  the  Primary 
children.    Most  of  those  over  ten  have  joined  a  4-H  club." 

Mrs.  Beulali  S.  Bowers  has  taken  over  the  w^ork  as 
Supervisor  of  Art  following  Miss  Lucille  Nichols.  She  is 
much  interested  in  the  industrial  arts  as  well  as  in  drawing 
and  painting.    She  reports: 

''The  school  in  Eastham  is  almost  ideal  to  my  mind. 
There  is  plenty  of  room,  splendid  teachers,  lots  of  enthusi- 
asm. Any  art  project  suggested  is  carried  out  well  and 
seems  to  be  enjoyed.  The  children  are  responsive  and 
eager." 

Miss  Iris  Kelman  follows  Miss  Charlotte  Patch  as  Su- 
pervisor of  Vocal  Music.  Miss  Patch  has  built  up  a  fine 
singing  group  during  her  period  of  seven  years  as  super- 
visor. She  resigned  to  be  married.  We  regret  that  we  had 
to  lose  her  from  our  faculty  group. 

Miss  Kelman  reports  the  work  at  Eastham  in  highest 
terms.  She  began  her  work  in  September.  It  has  been  a  very 
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successful  beginning.  The  general  program  follows  along 
the  same  line  as  formerly. 

The  instrumental  music  still  maintains  its  prominent 
part  in  the  school  program.  Mr.  Nickerson  says  ''The  Nas- 
sis  still  remain  100%  with  us  all."  Eastham  pupils  are  ac- 
tive in  the  Monomausett  Orchestra,  the  Junior  Community 
Band  and  in  the  Philharmonic  Orchestra.  Mr.  Nassi  re- 
ports :  "The  Eastham  Instrumental  groups  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing :  orchestra,  21 ;  band,  10 ;  beginners,  11. 

Nowhere  else  is  there  to  be  found  a  better  cooperation  be- 
tween the  principal,  teachers  and  our  project  and  we  thank 
Principal  Nickerson,  Mrs.  Horton  and  Miss  Verrill  for  their 
interest  and  assistance." 

Health  conditions  are  reported  by  Dr.  GofP  as  School 
Physician : 

"During  the  past  year  the  schools  have  been  very  lit- 
tle interfered  with  by  communicable  disease.  Such  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  for  example  as  have  occurred  have  been  of  a 
mild  nature,  and  other  diseases  have  been  mild  also." 

"All  of  the  regular  clinics  have  been  carried  on  by  the 
nurses  and  others,  and  are  increasing  in  efficiency  from 
year  to  year." 

"All  of  the  regular  physical  examinations  have  of 
course  been  made  and  such  other  examinations  as  neces- 
sary." 

"The  cooperation  of  all  officials  and  organizations  has 
been  very  satisfactory  and  efficient  and  all  of  the  nurses 
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have  made  every  effort  to  see  that  the  work  is  carried  on 
properly."

FOK  1939 


In  response  to  a  request  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Marine 
Fisheries,  the  Town  received  305  bushels  of  small  quahogs 
for  reseeding"  purposes.  This  stock  was  polluted  and  came 
from  the  Acushnet  River.  Probably  due  to  the  difference  in 
the  salt  content  of  the  water,  it  was  rather  slow  in  going 
under  but  did  finally  and  to  date  has  shown  an  excellent 
growth.  The  percentage  of  mortality  seems  to  have  been 
slight  and  occurred  mostly  on  the  municipal  bed  below 
Hemingway's  Camp  due  to  round  wrinkles. 

In  my  opinion  the  planting  of  quahogs  carried  out  each 
year  will  eventually  result  in  obtaining  a  worthwhile  natur- 
al set  of  seed.  It  seems  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  more 
]  arent  stock  we  jiave,  the  better  chance  to  do  so.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  tiie  Town  eoncinue  with  this  work. 

The  Town  paid  for  110  bushels  and  the  State  paid  for 
the  balance.  No  doubt  the  State  will  help  us  again  in  1940, 
perhaps  to  even  a  greater  extent. 

I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  second  hand  larg- 
est size  fish  dory,  so  that  small  quahogs  may  be  planted  in 
certain  areas  of  Salt  Pond  Bay  and  Station  Bay.  We  have 
large  sections  of  good  growing  ground  in  both  of  these 
areas,  but  the  cost  of  planting  out  of  skiffs  would  be  pro- 
hibitive, because  of  the  many  trips  to  shore  after  another 
load.    A  dory  would  soon  pay  for  itself. 

A  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  shellfishing 
for  family  use  was  noted  throughout  the  year.  The  most 
common  violation  of  the  shellfish  regulations  was  fishing 
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^\itliout  a  permit.  In  all  instances  satisfaction  was  obtain- 
ed Avithout  recourse  to  Court  action. 

During  1939  I  travelled  1300  miles  in  pursuance  of  all 
types  of  shellfish  work,  which  include  ])esides  patrol  the 
posting  of  regulations  and  amendments  to  same,  attending 
shellfish  meetings,  posting  signs,  interviewing  grant  hold- 
ers, consultations  w^th  the  Orleans  Constable,  planting  and 
posting  municipal  beds. 

No  clam  set  was  receix  ed  on  any  fiat  during  the  past 
year.  The  present  supply  of  market  clams  is  negligible 
and  there  is  no  prospect  in  the  near  future.

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Eastham  Public  Health  Nurse's  Report 


It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  to 
assist  in  analyzing  health  problems  and  related  social  prob- 
lems of  families  and  individuals ;  to  help  them,  with  the  aid 
of  community  resources,  to  formulate  an  acceptable  plan  for 
the  protection  and  promotion  of  their  own  health,  to  en- 
courage them  to  carry  out  the  plan. 

Infant  ajid  Pre-School 

The  preparation  for  school  is  a  step  in  development 
which  begins  in  infancy,  actually  before  the  baby  is  born. 
Healthy  parents  and  good  prenatal  care  for  mothers  lay  a 
foundation  for  health  throughout  infancy  and  childhood. 
Early  protection  from  disease,  intelligent  planning  and 
guidance  help  tremendously  in  producing  a  successful  school 
life  and  is  creating  well  and  happy  children. 

Discovering  the  beginnings  of  undesirable  habits  in  the 
pre-school  period,  finding  causes  and  treating  causes  with- 
out centering  the  child's  attention  on  himself,  or  over-em- 
phasizing his  faults  demands  cooperative  attach  by  health 
workers,  parents  and  others  concerned.  Tliis  has  been  one 
of  the  objectives  of  the  Well  Child  Conference.  For  at  this 
conference  not  only  physical  defects  are  noted  but  every 
phase  that  goes  to  make  up  the  whole  child. 

Dental  Health 

There  has  been  a  correlation  of  health  programs.  Miss 
Armstrong,  the  school  nurse,  arranged  time  for  the  pre- 
school group  to  be  included  in  the  school  dental  health  pro- 
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gram.  Parents  are  realizing  the  health  and  economical  value 
of  early  dental  attention.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  develop 
the  proper  attitude  in  knowledge  and  habits  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  teeth,  to  create  a  friendly  attitude  toward 
the  dentist  and  desire  to  obtain  the  best  individual  improve- 
ment possible. 

Communicable  Disease 

The  absence  of  communicable  disease  among  the  pre- 
school group  was  gratifying.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  was 
reported.  The  case  was  that  of  a  summer  resident,  and  al- 
though it  was  difficult  to  maintain  quarantine  in  the  family, 
the  local  people  cooperated  to  such  an  extent  that  spread 
of  the  disease  was  prevented.  Parents  have  been  instructed 
as  to  the  seriousness  of  the  so-called  children's  diseases  and 
the  importance  of  having  medical  care  earh',  and  through- 
out the  illness.  Ninety-five  joercent  of  the  children  from  six 
months  are  immunized  against  diptheria. 

Community  Participation 

The  Health  Council  sponsored  the  Well  Child  Confer- 
ence. Various  committees  of  the  council  assisted  at  the  con- 
ference, and  aided  in  transporting,  they  also  participated 
in  the  dental  and  immunization  clinics. 

This  grouj)  lias  conducted  monthly  meetings,  and  has 
obtained  as  lecturers,  leaders  in  the  field  of  health  educa- 
tion. As  health  is  our  greatest  possession,  and  knowledge  of 
it  invaluable,  the  council  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to 
the  community  by  their  efforts  in  disseminating  health 
facts. 

The  Board  of  Health  also  sponsored  the  Well  Child 
Conference,  and  assisted  in  every  way,  not  only  financially, 
but  also  by  their  moral  support. 
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Thanks  are  extended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  cooperation  and  to  the  School  Board  for  their  kind 
consideration  in  allowing  the  School  building-  to  be  used 
for  the  various  health  functions,  also  to  all  parents  who  at- 
tended, and  assisted  in  the  various  health  ])ro<>rams.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Eastham: 

Herewith  I  submit  the  School  Report  of  1939. 

The  total  membership  of  Eastham  School  has  remain- 
ed approximately  the  same  as  last  year.  Please  refer  to  the 
Tabular  Statement  of  Membership  by  Grades  on  another 
page  of  this  report.  We  note  that  the  high  mark  in  mem- 
bership was  reached  in  1931  and  that  the  present  total  is 
now  approximately  what  it  was  in  1929.  It  is  interesting 
to  note,  however,  that  there  are  37  pupils  from  Eastham 
who  were  attending  Orleans  High  School  October  1,  1939. 
This  is  the  largest  high  school  attendance  during  the  last 
eleven  years.  Mr.  Nickerson  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  present  eighth  grade  now  numbers  fourteen  and  is  the 
largest  for  many  years. 

Eastham  children  are  fortunate  in  their  school  environ- 
ment. The  school  building  is  ample  in  size,  comfortable, 
Avell  planned,  and  beautifully  located. 

Instruction  is  careful  and  thorough.  Orderliness  and 
neatness  are  conspicuous.  Children  are  careful  of  school 
property  and  school  sessions  are  busy,  yet  quiet  periods 
suited  to  stud\'.  These  conditions  have  prevailed  for  years 
in  Eastham  School  and  they  are  so  taken  for  granted  that 
the  recounting  of  them  might  be  called  unnecessary.  We 
must  not  accept  them  lightl\ ,  however.  These  things  do 
]iot  simply  hap])en.  They  have  to  be  planned  and  maintain- 
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ed.  Mr.  Nickerson  and  his  teachers  do  ])laii  them  and  credit 
for  their  maintenance  is  due  to  them  and  to  the  coopera- 
tion which  their  efforts  merit. 

The  program  of  studies  and  methods  of  instruction 
have  been  continued  as  in  past  years.  I  am  glad  to  record 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Nickerson  and  Miss  Verrill  have  been 
taking'  a  University  Extension  course  in  English  this  fall 
with  Mr.  Sheridan,  who  has  been  meeting  a  group  of  teach- 
ers each  Aveek  at  AVellfleet. 

One  period  of  club  work  on  Friday  afternoon  has  been 
organized  by  the  teachers.  This  is  an  activity  period  some- 
what different  from  traditional  school  work  though  not 
less  educational.  Mr.  Nickerson  describes  it  as  follows: 

''Probably  the  most  outstanding  change  in  our  seliool 
program  for  the  past  year  has  been  with  the  club  woik. 
This  is  noAv  a  part  of  the  regular  school  schedule,  and  held 
each  Friday  during  the  last  period.  This  year  we  have  more 
clubs  with  fewer  members  in  each,  and  we  feel  that  much 
more  can  be  accomplished  individually — our  exhibit  next 
spring  Avill  show  if  this  is  true.  Five  high  school  students 
and  three  adults,  Mrs.  Collins,  ^Irs.  J.  Ilorton  and  Mrs. 
Moore  are  sup})lementing  the  regular  teaching  force  and 
giving  unselfishly  of  their  time  and  energy  for  this  good 
cause.  All  pupils  over  ten  years  of  age  may  be  4-H  mem- 
bers simply  by  signing  and  mailing  the  Extension  Service 
cards,  but  this  is  not  compulsory.  The  new  clubs  added  are 
spool-knitting  and  bugle  and  drum  corps  for  the  Primary, 
and  hiking  and  model  airplane  building  for  the  Grammar 
grades.  Last  year's  Conservation  grou])  won  the  Hugh  P. 
Baker  trophy  for  the  state,  and  out  of  the  28  boys  in  the 
two  clubs,  nine  boys  and  their  leaders  went  to  Amherst  in 
July  to  receive  it." 
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Use  of  the  school  auditorium  is  thus  evaluated  by  Mr. 
Nickerson : 

' '  Our  weekly  assembly,  which  has  proved  so  worthwhile 
both  for  those  participating  and  the  parents  who  patronize 
it,  is  now  held  on  Friday  morning  as  it  was  at  first  insti- 
tuted. Each  grade  takes  its  turn  in  presenting  the  different 
holidaj^  specialties  or  a  varied  program,  and  each  individual 
of  each  grade  has  some  part  of  the  program  to  carry  out. 

Miss  Kelman  reports  on  the  Avork  in  vocal  music  as  be- 
low : 

"The  early  lessons  in  the  primary  grades  are  spent  in 
building  up  a  vocabularj^  of  many  songs.  Upon  this  experi- 
ence the  child  then  begins  his  first  note  reading  which  is 
well  presented  in  the  new  books,  The  Music  Hour.  Thus 
with  a  firm  foundation  in  note  reading  the  child  goes  into 
more  advanced  experiences  in  the  upper  grades.  Rhythm, 
walking,  marching,  swajang,  conducting,  is  ever  a  part  of 
the  program.  In  the  fourth  grade  two-part  music  is  intro- 
duced after  the  three-part  round  has  been  mastered. 

The  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  gradevS  are  enjoying  two 
new  sets  of  books  Avhich  contain  many  old  favorities.  In 
the  study  of  music  in  America,  and  in  other  countries,  the 
books  have  furnished  illustrative  material.  This  year  we 
are  traveling  back  to  see  what  the  first  music  was,  and  it 
is  an  interesting  experience  to  follow  its  development  up 
through  the  ages.  Folk  dances  are  also  being  learned. 

Knowing  many  songs  by  memory  is  a  valuable  part  of 
music  training  and  in  these  eight  grades  the  repertoire  is 
cumulative." 
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Mr.  Nassi  has  continued  his  fine  record  with  instru- 
mental music.  He  gives  us  an  idea  of  his  purpose  and  his 
methods  in  the  following  words: 

^'But  with  wliat  object  are  our  citizens  to  learn  music? 
We  reply,  in  order  that  they  may  be  better  fitted  to  live 
tlie  life  of  peace." — Plato. 

Music  is  civilized  man's  safest  emotional  escape  valve. 
It  is  the  universal  language  that  begins  where  words  leave 
off. 

Public  School  Music  should  be  presented  to  the  pupil 
with  the  view  of  enriching  his  life  through  giving  him  the 
finest  music  to  play.  True,  his  ability  as  a  player  is  often 
limited,  but  that  does  not  matter  to  any  great  extent.  The 
most  important  thing  is  for  the  child  to  get  an  acquaint- 
ance Avith  fine  music,  so  that  he  can  enjoj^  to  the  fullest 
extent  the  performances  of  our  great  musical  organizations. 

To  achieve  this  result,  to  make  the  school  boy  and  girl 
realize  the  greatness  of  this  musical  heritage,  the  music 
supervisor  must  be  able  to  think  with  the  pupil,  must  be 
able  to  understand  his  point  of  view. 

For  instance,  take  the  matter  of  popular  music.  The 
educator  must  realize  that  popular  music  is  made  by  and 
for  youth.  The  best  of  this  music  teems  with  life  and  en- 
ergy. Its  idiom  is  one  of  immaturity  making  up  in  energy 
what  it  lacks  in  eloquence.  Keeping  these  facts  in  mind,  I 
have  been  very  sympathetic  to  the  students'  natural  de- 
sires. At  the  end  of  tlie  rehearsal,  with  the  serious  work 
done,  we  sometimes  play  one  of  the  popular  tunes  of  the 
day.  When  the  young  people  have  a  chance  to  compare  the 
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two  types  of  music,  they  go  back  to  the  works  of  great  mas- 
ters with  a  greater  understanding  and  appreciation. 

It  is  the  happy  combination  of  two  superintendencies, 
each  having  two  full  time  instrumental  instructors  that 
makes  possible  the  excellent  results  that  have  been  achiev- 
ed. Under  this  system  we  are  able  to  give  every  beginner 
private  and  also  class  instruction.  This  extra  help  soon  ad- 
vances the  pupil  to  the  point  where  he  can  play  in  the 
elementary  orchestral  classes.  After  this,  and  according  to 
his  ability,  he  may  play  in  the  local  senior  orchestra  or  band, 
the  Lower  Cape  School  Symphony,  or  the  New  England 
Festival  Orchestra.  If  the  pupil  wishes  to  play  in  and  out 
of  school  group,  there  are  several  fine  organizations,  such 
as  the  Cape  Cod  Philharmonic  or  the  Junior  Community 
Band. 

This  year  I  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  bring  the 
New  England  Festival  Association  concert  to  Provincetown. 
This  group  annually  sponsors  a  concert  of  orchestral,  band, 
and  choral  music  that  is  famous  for  its  high  standards. 
The  musicians,  who  come  from  all  over  New  England,  rep- 
resent the  finest  talent  in  School  Music  of  their  section  of 
rhe  country.  They  will  be  under  the  leadership  of  nationally 
known  conductors.  It  will  indeed  be  a  pleasure  for  the  peo- 
ple of  the  lower  Cape  to  be  able  to  hear  this  wonderful 
concert. 

Eastham  has  the  distinction  of  having  one  of  the  finest 
grammar  school  orchestras  in  the  state.  Also  it  has  the 
largest  percentage  of  the  school  in  the  instrumental  classes. 
This  is  due  to  the  genuine  interest  shown  by  Mr.  Nicker- 
son,  Mrs.  Horton  and  Miss  Verrill,  also  to  the  parents,  who 
liave  cooperated  wonderfully.  This  last  is  very  important 
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as  the  success  or  failure  of  School  Music  depends  largely 
on  the  amount  of  practice  done  at  home."  The  instru- 
mental <>rou])s  are  divided  as  follows: 


I  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  many  opportuni- 
ties offered  for  the  Eastham  children  to  appear  in  public 
in  the  local  school  and  in  other  musical  organizations.  The 
social  and  cultural  values  of  these  contacts  cannot  be  over 
estimated.  Poise,  confidence  and  maturity  of  conduct  are 
significantly  shown  by  the  people  who  make  the  most  of 
these  opportunities. 

The  school  shows  excellent  response  to  art  instruction. 
Not  only  do  we  have  art  exercises  during  the  period  when 
Mr.  Bray  ton  is  present  but  the  ability  and  appreciation  ac- 
quired is  always  in  evidence  in  home  room  pictures  and  the 
note  books  which  are  made  for  different  subjects.  In  the 
words  of  JMr.  Brayton : 

'The  Avork  for  the  Eastham  School  has  been  ])laiined 
Avith  the  })urpose  of  encouraging  creative  illustration.  The 
method  of  procedure  is  to  instill  a  spark  in  the  minds  of 
the  children  and  let  them  put  down  on  paper  their  own  in- 
terpretations of  the  subjects  presented.  This  method  teaches 
the  child  to  think  and  create,  rather  than  copy,  which  is 
an  essential  element  in  the  development  of  the  child. 

Every  child  has  a  natural  tendency  toward  drawing, 
and  can  draw  if  the  opportunity  is  his.  It  is  our  aim  to 
present  the  subject  matter  in  a  practical  way  relating  the 
child's  daily  life  with  his  drawing."
